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THE EXCISE BILL PASSED 
FORCED THROUGH THE SENATE 
IN SPITE OF ARGUMENTS. 


A SOP THROWN TO THE DRUGGISTS IN 
A SEPARATE MEASURE—THE BILL 
AS PASSED SOLELY IN THE INTEREST 
OF SALOON KEEPERS. 


ALBANY, April 19.—Under the whip and spur 
of last night’s caucus the Senate to-day passed 
two measures that even Democrats conceded 
would cost the party many votes this Fall. The 
first was the Foley (Dem., New-York,) Excise bill, 
the second, the Farquhar (Dem., New-York,) 
Election Inspectors bill, which reduces the 
number of Election Inspectors in New-York 
City from four to three—two Democrats and 
one Republican—and lodges the appointment, 
not in the hands of the people, but in the Police 
Commissioners. 

So little confidence had the Senate in the 
Democratic Assembly that every attempt that 
Was made to amend the Excise bill, even to its 
grammar, was voted down off-hand by a strict 
party vote on the explanation that were the bill 
ever to reach the Assembly in an amended form 
it would perish. The bill was passed and sent 
to Gov. Flower in precisely the same form in 
which it was adopted by the Assembly, to the 
dotting of i’s and the crossing of t’s. The Dill, 
concededly unjust to druggists and grocers, pro- 
nounced by rural Democrats to be ruinous to 
the party in country districts, was denounced 
by Republican Senators in appropriate lan- 
guage, termed a measure for the * development 
of intemperance,” stigmatized as a “ saloon 
keepers’ bill pure and simple,” ‘‘a bill to en- 
eourage the saloon trafiic,” a measure ‘to 
sharpen the knife of the assassin,’”’ with a cargo 
of other adjectives expressive of indignation 
and contempt. The Democrats hadn’t much to 
gay about it one way or the other. 

It was the policy of the Republican Senators 
to inject an amendment of some kind—anything 
at all that would again place the bill in the po- 
sition where it would be exposed to the knives 
and tomahawks of the Assemblymen. The Dem- 
ocratic policy manifestly was to frustrate any 
such manwuvre, and owing to the caucus last 
night, when the DemocraticBjSenators were 
whipped and lashed and thrashed into line, the 
contents of the bill remained unshaken in spite 
of the repeated Republican assaults. 

Senator Van Gorder (Rep., Wyoming,) moved 
to strike out that section refusing the consent 
of the Governor to the removal of Commission- 
ers. Itwas voted down. He offered a substitute 
for Section 41, the local-option clause, an idea 
suggested five years ago by Hill, but this, too, 
Wus voted down. Senator Mullin(Rep.,Jefferson,) 
moved to amend by striking out the provision 
which permits the saloon keeper to take out the 
scorekeeper’s license. This wus defeated, as 
was Senator Donaldson’s permitting druggists 
to take out a storekeeper’s licenre. 

Speaking of this amendment Senator Hunter 
(Rep., Cayuga,) pointed out that as the bill now 
etood a druggist was not allowed to give an in- 
jured person, brought to his store, any stimulant, 
under penalty of the law, unless a physician’s 
prescription was obtained. 

Senator O’Connor (Rep., Broome,) said that he 
had examined the bul carefully, and had come 
to the conclusion thatit was a saloon keepers’ 
bill. It gave saloons a monopoly of selling all 
kinds of liquor to be drank on or off the 
premises. As for drug stores, which were sup- 
posed to be conducted decently, they were not 
allowed to give liquor even to asick person 
earried into their stores. He recognized the 
obligation which the majority was under to the 
liquor dealers, but he thought that some con- 
cession should be made to the drug stores. 

Senator Cantor (Dem., New-York,) said that 
this amendment had been defeated in the 
Assembly, and it would be useless to adopt it. 
The amendment was defeated—14 to 15. 

Senator Edwards (Ind. Rep., Cattaraugus,) 
moved that no licensee shall hold more than 
evne license. Killed. 

Senator Hunter asked some Democrat to ex- 
plain Section 41. As far as he could make any- 
thing out of it, it destroyed the present local 
option system. Was it not the essence of home 
Tule to allow towns to decide whether they 
would grant licenses or not? He asked some 
member of the majority to explain the section. 
His request was not heeded. 

Senator Saxton (Rep., Wayne,) said he thought 
that Section 41 meant absolutely nothing. It 
epoke of *‘local prohibition ” in its local option 
clause, and there was no such thing as local 
prohibition. Towns never voted for it. They 

srevented the granting of licenses by electing 

Exeiso Commissioners whom they could trustto 
grant no licenses,and not by voting for or 
against license. Moreover, the bill left no pro- 
vision for punishing drunken persons in no- 
license towns. He pointed out other inconsis- 
tencies in the law. 

SenatorEdwards moved to amend by provid- 
ing that saloons shall be kept closed during 
prohibited hours. Defeated by a party vote. 
He also moved to restore the language of the 
law providing that violators of the excise law 
may be proceeded against and fined $50 instead 
of being guilty of a misdemeanor. Senator Sax- 
ton said he hoped this amendment would be 
adopted. If it should not be, any person 
might violate the law, be fined $5, and go and 
violate itagain. He could afford to violate the 
law. The amendment was lost by a party vote. 

Senator Erwin (Rep., St. Lawrence,) thought 
the bill made many serious changes, and that it 
ought not to pass. The bill destroyed the five- 

@galion provision which had been approved by 
David B. Hill. It wiped out the loca)-option 
law, it practically destroyed the Civil Damage 
act, and it provided that licensea might be 
granted to sell liquor on steamboats, railway 
cars, and even street railway cars, for $30. The 
bill was loosely drawn. But the liquor dealers 
demanded it, and the bill must pass—the same 
element that in 1888 elected David B. *“ You are 
giving to them,” he said, ‘what they demand. 
The lash has been laid vy the Big Four, and you 
dare not vote according to your own convic- 
tions.” 

Senator Saxton maintained that, under the 
storekeepers’ license which they were author- 
ized to take out, nothing could prevent saloon 
keepers from keeping open Sunday if they 
wanted to. 

After further debate the bill was passed by a 
a strict party vote—17 to 14. 

TO PACIFY THE DRUGGISTS. 

In order to counteract the baneful influence 
that would be thrown against the Democratic 
Party by the passage of the Excise bill, Senator 
Cantor introduced two measures for the purpose 


of pacifying the druggists, who had been ignored 
in the original bill. Both measures passed the 
Senate at the afternoon session. The first pro- 
vides that Commissioners may grant a drug- 
gists and sjorekeepers’ license to a licensed 
| eee but that only ® storekeepers’ 
icense shall be granted toa ——— also, 
that the clerk of an excise board who shall 
have been entitled prior to April 15, 1892, to a 
greater compensation than is allowed him in 
the new bill, shall continue to receive the same, 
(for the benefit of Larry Fassett of Albany.) 
The second section of the bill reads as follows: 
“‘ A recovery may be had in a civil action of the 
damages suffered by reason of the intoxication of 
any persou from any person or persons who shall, 
by selling or giving away an intoxicating drink, 
have caused such intoxication, or from any persons 
owning or renting or permitting the occupant of any 
building or premises wherein such selling or giving 
away shall have occurred, jointly with the person or 
persons selling#r giving away, or severally if the per- 
son or persons snfiering such damage shall, previous 
to such selling or giving away, have given written 
notice to the person or persons so selling or giving 
away, forbidding such selling or giving away to the 
person whose intoxication shall have caused such 
damage, and not otherwise.”

THE LOUISIANA ELECTION. 


INDICATIONS THAT FOSTER HAS CAR- 
RIED THE STATE. 


NEW-ORLEANS, April 19.—Every precaution 
was taken by the authorities on election eve to 
meet trouble with a prompt and resolute hand, 
Strong guards remained all night and to-day at 
the armories of the militia companies and the 
police were mobilized for an emergency. 

The bright sun rose on election morning 
and found no excitement at the polls any- 
where. The vote was very light, few people 
taking any interest in the result. During 
the day a few arrests were made for attempting 
to vote illegally, and one or two overzealous 
candidates were arrested for interfering with 
the Commissioners. 

All the indications are that the Foster (antl- 
Lottery Democratic) ticket has carried the State 


by from 8,000 to 10,000, and the ‘ Fitz- 
patrick (Dem.) ticket the oity by 5,000, 
Each ticket has over forty names on it, 
and there is a great deal of scratching; besides, 
the Commissioners of Election are not always 
the most expert accountants. Henoe the count 
promises to be very slow, and exact results will 
not be had for a week. 

The election is one of the most importart ever 
held here. The people voted for Governor and 
other State ofticers, for a full Legislature, Sen- 
ate and House, for four years, and for dis- 
trict, parish, and local officers, and those 
of New-Orleans voted in addition for all their 
municipal officers, from Mayor and Councilmen 
down. Three amendments to the Constitution 
were also submitted to the popular vote. 

1. Authorizing the City of New-Orleans to fund its 
bonds at a lower rate of interest. 

2. Authorizing the police juries to levy an ad- 
ditional tax for school purposes if authorized by the 
votes of the people of the parish. 

3. The famous revenue amendment extending the 
eharter of the Louisiana Lottery Company. 


Theae were five complete and distinct State 
tickets in the field: 


First—The regular Democratic ticket, with Judge 
8. D. MoEnery for Governor and Robert C. Wicklif? 
for Lieutenant Governor. A majority of the dele- 

ates elected tothe State Convention favoured Mc- 

nery, and the ticket headed by him at the recent 
election received a majority of votes cast. 

Second—The anti-lottery faction ticket, headed by 
Murphy J. Foster, ex-State Senator trom St. Mary’s 
Parish, with Charles Parlange, ex-United States 
District Attorney, for Lieutenant Governor, and 
Thomas Scott Ames of the Farmer's Alliance for 
Secretary of State. This ticket, by the recent de- 
cision of Col. J. 8. Young of the Second Louisiana 
Returning Board, was declared the regularly-nom- 
inated Democratic ticket. 

Tirird—The regular Republican ticket, headed by A, 
H. Leonard of Shreveport, who was formerly United 
States Attorney, and H. Dudley Coleman, ex-Con- 
gressman from the Second Louisiana District. Both 
these gentlemen are ex-Confederates and popular. 
Ex-Gov. Keilogg made a vigorous Canvass in favor 
of the Leonard ticket, . 

Fourth—The Republican ticket, headed by John E. 
Breaux of Pointe Coupee Parish for Governor and 
James C. Weaks of Ouchita for Lieutenant Govern- 
or. This ticket is supported by ex-Governor (now 
Collector of the Port) Warmoth and nearly all the 
Federal officials in the State. 

Fijth—The Peoples’ Party ticket for Governor, 
R. L. Taunehill of Wynne Parish; for Lieutenant 
Governor, I. J. Mills of Calcasius. 

The regular Democratic nominee for Mayor 
of New-Orleans was John Fitzpatrick, who 
favored the election of the McEnery State 
ticket. His opponent was Joseph Shake- 
speare, the present incumbent, who favored 
the sucosss of the Foster ticket. But few of the 
present incumbents were renominated, either 
for municipal or parochial offices or for mem- 
bere of the Legislature. 





DUBOIS ESTATE SOLD. 


REPORT THAT PENNSYLVANIA RAIL- 
ROAD OFFICERS HAVE BOUGHT IT. 


Dusois, Penn., April 19.—A report is current 
here that the Dnbois estate is about to pass out 
of the hands of John Dubois, Jr., who was made 
sole heir of the vast property at the death of his 
uncle, which ocourred some three years ago. 

Mr. Dubois has been in Philadelphia for the 
past week on this business, it is said, and the re- 
port, which has gained wide circulation, cannot 
be verified. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company is the 
purchaser, and the consideration named is re- 
ported to be about $17,000,000. There are about 
28,000 acres of land in the tract, the greater 

rtion of which is underlaid with coal. With 

he exception of perhaps 2,000 or 3,000 acres, 
the whole tract is heavily timbered. 

The annual output of manufactured lumber 
amounts to upward of 20,000,000 feet. The 
low-grade division of the Allegheny Valley 
Railroad, now under control of the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad, runs through the tract from 
east to west, while the Ridgeway and Clear- 
field, connecting with the Philadelphia and Erie 
at Johnsonburg, gives av outlet to the north. 

It is said that the provisions of the will per- 
mit of ite disposal with the consent of the heirs, 
which, as is said, has been obtained, and the 
transfer is to be made, not to the railroad com- 

any as acorporation, but to individual stock- 
Eeiders of the company, who see the advantage 
of securing control of sucha vast amount of 
coal and timber land. 





INDIAN SCOUTS PAID TWICE. 


THE FACT WAS REVEALED BY THE PAS- 
SAGE OF SENATOR PETTIGREW’S BILL. 


YANKTON, 8. D., April 19.—The passage by the 
Benate of Pettigrew’s bill appropriating money 
to pay Indian scouts under Gen. Sully in 1864 
has unearthed the fact that these scouts have 
been already twice paid. 

The story, astold by ex-Gov. Faulk and ex- 
Delegate in Congress W. A. Burleigh, is this: 
On application of Delegate Burleigh Congress 
appropriated $10,000 to pay the scouts. This 
act was approved Feb. 25, 1869. This sum was 
paid through the Governor, who was also Su- 
perintendent of Indian Affairs for Dakota, and 


vouchers are now on file in the olfice of the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs at Washington. 

By the terms of the act this sum was to be 
considered as an offset against any claims these 
Indians may have had against the Government 
for military services during the late war, and 
the Delegate in Congress accepted it as a satis- 
factory payment. These Indians never ren- 
dered any other services, as is conceded by Sen- 
ator Pettigrew’s — es his bill. 

In 1871 the War Department paid these same 
Indian scouts $75 each, egatogating about 
$15,000, the Secretary finding no evidence in 
his department that they were ever paid before. 
The bill of Feb. 25, 1869, provided for the pay- 
ment through the War Department, but when 
on its passage in the House, on motion of B. F. 
Butler, the bill was amended, making the Gov- 
ernor the disbursing officer. Hence the mystery 
in the War Department. 





A VAST COMBINATION PROPOSED

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 19.—The News to-day 
publishes a etory to the effect that a move 
is pending looking to the consolidation 
ofthe vast properties of the Oapaba 
Coal'‘and Mining Company, Excelsior Company, 
Pioneer Mining and Manufacturing and Wood- 
ward Iron Company with the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron and Railroad Company and the De- 
bardelben Coal and [ron Company, which latter 
two recently combined. 

The heads of all these corporations, whose 
capital stock aggregates nearly $50,000,000, 
are now in New-York in conference, but where 
the combine will be made cannot be foretold. 

It is an open secret that the object of the con- 
ference is a consolidation for offensive and de- 
fensive purposes on account of the low price of 


on. 

The companies mentioned embrace all the 
largest coal and iron mining corporations but 
one, the Alabama. They own 1,000,000 acres 
of mineral lands and 17 furnaces, with a daily 
output of 30,000 tons. 





THE HIGH TARIFF KILLED IT. 
Boston, April 19.—The Norway Steel and 
Iron Company, at one time the most enterpris- 
ing and largest concern of its kind in the coun- 
try, to-day passed forever out of existence. The 
eompany has ceased to do business. The cause 
of this cessation was the tarif. Mr. Albert 


Geiger, one of the stockholders, in speaking of 
the matter to-day said: “Excessive taxation 
on raw material was what caused the corpora- 
tion to close ite works. In other words, we 
were victims of the rich protectionists.

READY FOR A COAL WAR 


THE PENNSYLVANIA MAEES A BIG 
CUT IN RATES. 


A REDUCTION TO $1.44 A TON—THE 
REASONS GIVEN FOR THIS ACTION— 
THE READING SAYS IT IS NOT 
ALARMED. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Local railroad cir- 
cles were thrown into considerable excitement 
this afternoon by the announcement that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company had reduced 
the carrying rates on anthracite coal from $1.70 
to $1.44 a ton, the cut to take effect on Saturday 
next, 

The statement was at first discredited, as few 
believed the Pennsylvania would undertake to 
fight the great anthracite combination in so 
direct and open amanner. But the report was 
promptly confirmed at the offices of the com- 
pany and an explanation of the action given. 

The open rate on coal to New-York waters is 
$1.70 a ton. The Reading and Lehigh Valley 
railroads, it was stated, have recently closed 
contracts with miners and shippers of 
coal, agreeing to give them 60 per cent. 
of whatever price they realize for tho sale of 
coal at tidewater, which practically fixes the 
rate for transportation of the coal at 40 per 
cent. of what the coal sells for at tide. 

The average price for coal this month at tide 
is fixed at $3.60, and 40 per cent. of that 
is $1.44, the rate which the Penn- 
sylvania will charge from Saturday next, 
and which is a reduction of 26 cents aton. The 
Pennsylvania's rate will be changed as the price 
of coal is advanced er decreased. 

Reading officials were taken completely by sur- 
prise at the unexpected movement of their 


rival, yetthey claimed to express no alarm at 
the results and stated positively that the 
cut would not be met by them. President 
McLeod declined to discuss the matter beyond 
saying that it would have no effect whatever 
upon the combination and to reiterate the 
assertion that no reduction in transportation 
would be made by the Reading system. 

Later, an official statement was sent out from 
the Reading office saying: . 

“As the proportion of anthracite carried by the 
Pennsylvaniais but 8 per cent., and as the Reading 
and its allies will, it is understood, make no reduc. 
tion, but maintain the present rate as the loweat at 
which coal can be carried to tidewater without loss, 
the change in the Pennsylvania's tariff will have no 
practical effect on the trade. 

“The action of the Pennsylvania Company can 
—, be understood as a continuation of its malicious 
policy toward the Reading. It is a gross violation of 
the rules as to the making of rates, which have been 
in existence for — 

** Rates upon genefal merchandise and freight bus- 
iness have been the result of consultation Cooween 
the representatives of leading roads and have been 
governed largely by the Trunk Line Association. 
This association has never sought to deal with an- 
thracite or bituminous rates, which have been fixed 
irom year to year. 

“The excuse of the Pennsylvania for a course 80 
unprecedented is that the Reading has purchased 
coal from individual collieries at 60 per cent. of the 
tidewater price at the mines. The Pennsylvania has 
purchased coal itself and has paid more than that. It 
purchased coal at these figures before the Reading 
leases were nade. Other interests than the Reading 
have for years been purchasing coal at 65, with the 
knowledge of the Pennsylvania Company, but it was 
never belore thought necessary, as a consequence, to 
reduce the rate. 

“There is no anticipation that the action of the 
Pennsylvania Company will affect the results an- 
ticipated when the leases were made. The position of 
the Reading is so strong that it can afford to 
carry ita own hg ay at reasonable paying rates. 
Nor can the public fail to see that an excuse 80 un- 
usual is inspired by some other interests than those 
of the stockholders or the public.” 

The officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
deny that there is anything “ malicions and un- 
precedented”’ in their action. General Freight 
Agent William H. Joyce was seen by a reporter 
at his home in Rosemoht this evening and said 
that the move had been contemplated for some 
time and that the Reading eure knew of it. 

“Tt is customary,’ he said, **when any such 
change is made in rates to formally notify all 
other corporations interested, and this I 
have done. Last Wednesday there was a 
meeting in the trunk lines’ ottice, 
in New-York City, of the Anthracite 
Coal Committee, and the Reading was repre- 
sented there. I was presentin behalf of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and stated plainly that 
we had this change of rates under consideration 
and that in all probability it would soon go into 
effect. 

“ Yesterday the question was deolded by us, 
and I promptly notified E. R, Holden, Chairman 
of the Anthracite Coal Committee and Vice Pres- 
ident of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Railroad. The notices were publicly posted 
and the change will gointo effect next Saturday. 
The Reading has no cause for complaint, for it 
— been given ample notice of all we have 

one.” 

In reply to a question as to the meaning of 
the new move, Mr. Joyce said: 

“Whether or not it means a coal war, as I 
have heard stated, no one is at presentin a po- 
sition to state. It is a cut in the Pennsylvania 
tariff rates to meet a previous reduction on the 
part of the Reading. 

“Some six or seven months ago the Lehigh 
Valley Road began making contracts with indi- 
vidual miners and shippers to carry and market 
their coal for 40 per cent. of its value at tide- 
water. When the — Valley was leased to 
the Reading, the latter began renewing old con- 
tracts and making new ones, 

“This called forsome action by the Pennsyl- 
vania Road, and we met it in the same way, 
except that we have fixed the tidewater price 
at $3.60, instead of leaving its value to the 
market. We were obliged to do this in order to 
retain the 8 per cent. transportation which the 
Reading, [ see, grants that we now hold.” 

“Shall you endeavor to increase the percent- 
age?” he was asked.

SUICIDE ON A STEAMBOAT.

WALTER B. WHITLOCK KILLS HIMSELF 
ON: THE CITY OF TROY. 


Troy, N. Y., April 19.—Walter B. Whitlock, 
fifty years old, an agent for Isley, Doubleday & 
Co. of Front Street, New-York City, committed 
suicide last evening on the steamer City of Troy 
soon after it left New-York. The man shot him- 
self in his stateroom. It is thought the act was 
prompted by illness. Whitlock resided in Bath, 
Me. 


Whitlock, who was a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, had been in the employ 
of Ilsley, Doubleday & Co., 229 Front Street, 
since 1888, and was regarded by them as one of 
their most trustworthy agents. His average 
earnings on commissions were $6,000 a year. 

In the heated term of 1890 Whitlock, who 
neither drank nor smoked, was prostrated with 
sunstroke, and never seemed quite the same 
afterward. 

About a year ago he married in Bath, Me., 
where he has since made his home. 








TO CONNEOT NEWARK AND ELIZARETH. 

NEWARK, N. J., April 19.—The New-Jersey 
Traction Company has asked the Clinton Town- 
ship Committee for a franchise to build an eleo- 


tric road on Frelinghuysen Avenue from the 
Newark city line to that of Elizabeth. 

A similar franchise will be asked of the Eliza- 
beth authorities. 

The plan is to connect Newark and Elizabeth 
by a local electrio service.

ARE ALL AT SEA. 


HARRISBURG, April 19.—Quay has been play- 
ing the réle of an abdicated boss all day, and 
everybody is at sea to-night as to what the con- 
vention will do to-morrow. 

The Republican delegates have been 50 ac- 
customed to coming to Harrisburg and marchb- 
ing up to Quay’s room to be told for whom they 
were to vote thatthe new order of things has 
dazed them, and they are floundering about 
to-night like fish out of water. The 
friends of the various candidates pro- 
fess to like the change, as they all 
think that it gives the convention lightning & 
chance to strike their man, but every mother’s 
son of them is incredulous about it, and down in 
the bottom of their hearts they don’t believe that 
the Quay leopard has changed his spots, 80 that 
while they work for their respective candidates 


as though there was a real chance to nominate 
they keep one eye on Quay’s room as though in 
expectation that the old-time orders will be 
issued at last, and they will be required to fol- 
low as of old. 

bpd has Major McDowell slated, of course, 
and expects to control the election of the dele- 
gates at large; and so used have “‘ the boys” 
become to a full slate, that they don’t realize 
way he shouldn’t make a complete job this 
time. 

Harrisburg is full of delegates and boomers, 
and the headquarters of the leading candidates 
have been thronged all day.

WANTED FOR A BIG SWINDLE. 


SPECIAL AGENT WHITEHEAD SECURES 
WARRANTS—ONE MAN ARRESTED. 


A big swindle of some character has been dis- 
covered in the Custom House. The facts in the 
case are now in the possession of Chief Special 
Agent Whitenead, and he refuses absolutely to 
divulge any of them on the ground that to do 
80 might defeat the ends of justice. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Whitehead secured 
warrants from United States Commissioner 
Shields for the arrest of three men. What their 
names are or what positions they occupy it was 
impossible to learn. The warrants were not 
secured until just before 5 o’clock. They were 
atonce placed in the hands of United States 
Marshals. 

About 5:30 o’clock one of the Marshals 
brought before Commissioner Shields a young 
manasa prisoner. He was one of the three for 
whom warrants had been issued. The officials 
refused to tell the young man’s name or any- 
thing about him until the other two men were 


arrested. The prisoner, they said, was the least 
guilty of the three. Marshals were out for the 
other two, and as soon as they brought in their 
on a the entire story would be given to the 
public. 

The other Marshals returned about 6 o’clock 
and held a whispered consultation with Mr. 
Whitehead, Atits conclusion Mr. Whitehead 
said that none of the particulars of the story 
which caused the arrests could be made public 
until this morning, when the otner two prison- 
ers would be arrested. 

“Isitsuch an important case as that?” he 
was asked 

“It is a most important case,” he answered. 

Mr. Whitehead was questioned closely as to 
what was the character of the swindle he nad 
discovered, whether it was smuggling, under- 
valuation, bribery, or plain theft. He refused 
flatly to give any intimation until be had all his 
meu arrested. He expects to get the other two 
culprits this morning, and from what could be 
gleaned, it seems as though they are men living 
out of town who do business in the city. 
Whether he intended to oatch the culprits at 
their homes last night or wait for them to come 
to the city this morning he refused to say. 

Shortly after the young man who was arrest- 
ed was brought to Commissioner Shields’s office, 
an elderly, fine-looking man rushed in. He went 
to the youthful prisoner with outstretched arms, 
crying: ‘“*My son, what have youdone?” The 
young fellow’s oniy answer was to thraw his 
arms around his father’s neck and weep.

SENSATION AT ST. JUHNS. 


MEMBERS OF AN IMMORAL CLUB TAKEN 
INTO CUSTODY. 


MONTREAL, April 19.—The City of St. Johns, 
Quebes, is in an excited state over the arrest of 
four citizens, Jules Quesnel, lawyer; Joseph 
Prairie, drug clerk; L. P. Genest, merchant 
tailor, and H. Brossard, Clerk of the City Mar- 
ket, by the officers of the Canadian Secret Serv- 
ice on charges of belonging to a club formed for 


immoral practices, parallel to the Cleveland 
Street scandal of London. 

Three of the prisoners were brought before a 
magistrate pod admitted to bail. One, how- 
ever, Quesnel, had escaped to Montreal, but was 
arrested at the station there and brought back 
to 8t. Johns. 

The news of his arrest had preceded him, and 
when the train arrived a crowd of 300 men was 
in waiting, and only for the fact that there werea 
large number of officers present he would have 
been mobbed. : 

The club was denounced from the pulpit by 
the curé of St. Johns, which led the authorities 
to engage the services of the Secret Service. 

Besides the above, who are prominent citi- 
zens, @ large number of other arrests are ex- 
pected, as there are twenty-tive members in the 
club.

SPAIN’S KING THREATENED

CONFESSION OF AN ANARCHIST 
PLOT TO KILL HIM. 


GREAT FRIGHT IN SPAIN—A PAPER 
IN LONDON SEIZED—MAGISTRATES 
AFRAID TO TRY RAVACHOL—PREP- 
ARATIONS FOR MAY DAY. 


MADRID, April 1.9.—A most decided sensation 
was created here to-day by the announcemen} 
ofafurther confession by Munoz, the arrested 
Anarchist, to the magistrate who has charge of 
the case. Munoz told this official that, at a re- 
cent secret Anarchist meeting, lots were cast to 
decide which of the members should kill the boy 
King of Spain. 

This statement has caused much anxiety, and 
the precautions to guard against any attack 
upon the King have been greatly added to. 

Several of the Anarchists now under arrest 
have confessed that an attempt was to be made 
to blow up the royal palace, but none until now 
has acknowledged thata direct attempt upon 
the life of the King would be made. 

The authorities at Cadiz have made a further 
discovery of secreted dynamite there, and much 
alarm prevails among the inhabitants in conse- 
quence. Itis feared that the May-Day demon- 
strations at Cadiz will be marked by dynamite 
outrages, though the precautions taken by the 
authorities to guard against anything of the 
kind will be more stringent than ever before 
known. 

At other industrial centres in Spain it is 
feared that the demanstrations on May Day 
may be of a revolutionary character, but the 
military will be in readiness to put down any 
movement of that kind. 

The Central Socialist Committee gives per- 
mission to all local branches to take their own 
initiative on May Day. The Government has 
issued a warning to the effect that forcible sup- 
pression will be resorted to wherever disorder 
occurs. The military will be held everywhere 
in readiness to assistthe police. The Bilbao 
police will be placed on a military footing. 

Lonpon, April 19.—The police to-day raided 
the offices of the Anarchist paper Commonweal, 
seizing the forms and manuscripts and arrest- 
ing the publisher. The Scotland Yard authori- 
ties decline to give the reasons for the seizure. 

The Anarchists had decided to hold a counter 
demonstration to that of the Labor Party in 
Hyde Park on May Day, and had received a po- 
lice warning against violent speeches. It is 
also thought that this seizure has some con- 
nection with the Walsall affair, the same detect- 
ives being employed on the case. The morning 
dailies comment on the vigilance of the police 
at a moment when London is likely to be in- 
vaded by refugee Anarchists. 

VIENNA, April 19.—Dynamite cartridges were 
found to-day on tramway lines in the suburb of 
Mariahilf. 

The Austrian police to-day dispersed several 
Anarchist meetings where arrangements were 
being made for May Day demonstrations. 

Paris, April 19.—Parisian magistrates are 
pleading the illness of their wives, or offering 
other pretexts, in order to shirk the task of pre- 
siding at the trial of Ravachol. 

M. Loubet, the Prime Minister and Minister of 
the Interior, has issued orders to the Prefects 
of the various departments empowering them 
to take allthe necessary measures to prevent 
disorders on May Day. They are authorized. 
to prohibit public demonstrations wherévér 
they are inoonvenient or likely to inter- 
tere with the municipal elections that are to be 
held on that day, M. Loubet states that, acting

ENGLISH RAILROAD ASSAULTS. 
THE HON. PATRICK GREVILLE.NUGENT 
ARRESTED YESTERDAY. 


Lonpon, April 19.—The Hon. Patriok Greville- 
Nugent, brother of Lord Greville, was to-day 
arraigned in a police court on the charge of 
having assaulted a young lady named Price 
last night in a compartment of a train running 
to London from Brighton. The prisoner was re- 
manded in bail of 2400. He strenuously denies 
the charge, and declares that the case is one of 
attempted blackmail. 

When the prisoner appeared in court this 
morning he was accompanied by his wife. Mics 
Price was not present. This was explained by 
the police, however, as being due to the fact 
that she had not reached her home until 3 
o’clock this morning. 

Miss Price declares that she was in a first- 
class carriage from Brighton. She was the only 
occupant of the compartment until the train 
reached Hayward Heath. When this station 
was reached the acoused entered the compart- 
mont. He engaged herin conversation. When 
he attacked her she screamed for help. She 
pulled the safety cord, which is only to be used 
by passengers to attract the attention of the 
guards in cases of emergency, but her signal 
was not answered. She resisted the assault to 
the utmost of her strength, but soon became 
powerless. 

When the train arrived at East Croydon, Miss 
Price left the carriage in which the assault had 
been made and entered another one. She then 
told the guard of what had occurred. 

The Hon. Patrick Greville-Nugent, who was 
born in 1852, was married in 1882 to Ermen- 
garda, daughter of the late Augustus Ogilvie. 
He is a Deputy Lieutenant and magistrate of 
County Westmeath, Ireland, and was at one 
time High Sheriff of the county. His residence 
is at Clonym Castle, Delvin. 


OPPOSED TO WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


MR. GLADSTONE THINKS THE TIME IS 


NOT YET RIPE. 


Lonvox, April 19.—Mr. Gladstone has written 
a@ pamphlet on the subject of female suffrage, in 
which he gives his reasons for opposing the en- 
franchisement of women. He considers that 
the question ought to be further discussed by 
the press and onthe platform, and that the 
time is not yet ripe for legislative interference. 

Mr. Gladstone notes as an objection that the 
Woman Suffrage bill excludes married women 
equally or better qualified to exercise the fran- 
chise. He further contends that the sex largely 
opposes the proposed reform, which would open 
the question of the right of women to fill any 
public office. He does not fear that woman 
would encroach upon the power of man, but he 
does fear “lest we unwittingly invite her to 
trespass the purity, delicacy, and elevation of 
her own nature.” 


RUSSIAN EMIGRANTS STOPPED. 


MANY TRYING TO EVADE THE GUARDS 
ON THE PRUSSIAN FRONTIER. 


BERLIN, April 19.—A very large number of 
distressed Russian peasants have arrived at the 
Prussian frontier, where they sre trying to 
evade the guards stationed there to prevent 
them from entering Germany. Their object in 
attempting to enter Germany is to obtain means 
from the emigration societies to allow them to 
proceed to the United States. 

According to the order recently issued, emi- 
grants of this class are not allowed to cross the 
frontier, and the guards are vigilant in carrying 
out their orders. No doubt a few of the peasants 
will in some way manage to get across, but the 





great mass of them will find their efforts in that 
direction fruitless. 


BULLDOZED BY BULGARIA. 


TURKEY RELEASES KUSHLEFF, WHO WAS 
ARBITRARILY ARRESTED. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 19.—Kushleff, the Bul- 
garian whose arbitrary arrest here by officials 
of the Russian Embassy and whose subsequent 
detention by the Turkish police caused a great 
stir in Bulgaria, was released to-day. 

A vigorous note had been sent to the Porte by 
Bulgaria, protesting against the arrest and de- 
manding the release of the prisoner.

WYOMING CATTLE WAR. 


_— 
THE PRESIDENT AND CABINET 
THE SITUATION, 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—The rustier trouble 
in Wyoming was the principal topic of discus- 
sion at the Cabinet meeting to-day. All the 
members were present except the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Attorney General The 
situation in Wyoming is regarded as serious, in 
view of the fact that the feeling against the 
prisoners in charge of the military is very bitter, 
and also because of the freely-expressed threats 
of desperate men that they mean to avenge the 
killing of Champion and Ray at the first oppor- 
tunity. 

No word has been received from Col. Van 
Horn and his captives at Fort McKinney since 
Saturday morning, when he telegraphed Gen. 
Brooke at Omaha that he would start that day 
for Douglas, to turn his prisoners over to the 
civil authorities. Efforts to communicate with 
Fort MoKinney and vicinity since that date have 
failed, and this has led to the belief that the 
Tustiers or their sympathizers have destroyed 
all telegraphic communication, so as to prevent 
the authorities from learning the true situation 
of affairs until after their own purposes had 
been accomplished. 

A telegram was sent to Gen. Brooke this 
morning asking for the latest information on 
the subject. Gen. Brooke is in command of the 
departmentin which the trouble is situated. 
His headquarters are at Omaha He tele- 
graphed in reply thatCol. Van Horn with a 
force of 125 men had started from Fort McKin- 
ney with his prisoners on the 16th inst. for Fort 
D. A. Russell, and that he (Gen. Brooke) does 
not anticipate any trouble on the route. 

Gen. Schofield said this afternoon that he felt 
no uneasiness on account of the soldiers, as 
there was no reason why they should be at- 
tacked, and, even if they should be, he was con- 
fident of their ability to protect themselves and 
their prisoners. It was his private opinion, 
however, that the troops will accomplish their 
purpose of taking the prisoners toa place of 
safety without encountering any serious op- 

osition. It is understood that orders have 

een given to re-establish telegraphic communi- 
cation with the scene of the trouble as soon as 
possible. 

DouG.Las, Wyoming, April19.—All telegrams 
from Buffalo are,in a measure, controlled by 
local feeling, and only part of the facts are told. 
Three members of the cattlemen’s party were 
killed at the T. A. ranch, where the regulators 
were besieged. and another was shot down 
while a surrender was being arranged under a 
flag of truce. 

The three men killed were Texans, who were 
shot in passing from the improvised fort to a 
cellar a few yards wees 5 ps ere the party kept 
supplies. A man named Linvell passed through 
Douglas yesterday, en route to Cheyenne. He 
says he was atthe T. A. ranch two days after 
the surrender of the invaders, and saw the 
bodies of these three men lying on the ground. 
He did not dare tv examine them, but was close 
enough to make sure they were dead men, who 
had probably been overlooked by the military 
when the party surrendered and had been 
allowed to lie there ever since. 

The fourth man was a Texan named Lowther, 
who, according to Buffalo. dispatches, was 
“ accidentally’? shot while the surrender was 
takmrg place, and who has since died. Another 
member of the invading party, a teamster 
named Green, who was wounded when the 
wagons were captured, had his leg amputated 
and will probably die. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, April.19.—It is now 
definitely learned that Col. Van Horne has not 
yet left Fort McKinney to take his prisoners to 
Fort Douglas, nor will he do so until he is as- 
sured that the trip can be made with safety. It 
is feared that the rustlers will burn ranches and 
murder the men. There is much feeling against 
the foremen, who are believed to have known 
of the movement and kept still. 

There are now in Cheyenne two ranch farmers 
of Johnson County, two miners, Mayor Burritt 
of Buffslo, H. R. Mann, Receiver of the Land

San FRranctsco, April 19.—In 1868 occurred 
the greatest earthquake in California’s history. 
There was another almost as great this morn- 
ing. It was of fifty-eight seconds duration. The 
exact time as indicated at the Chabot Observa- 
tory in Oakland was 2:49:02 o’clock. 

The vibrations were from east to west. 
Soarcely a town in California escaped the shock. 
The damage in the State will reach $500,000. 

Many persons were injured, but none were 
killed outright. Prof, Davidson of the Coastand 
Geodetic Survey is inclined to think the tremor 
was one of those rare earthquakes which are 
preceded by a booming sound. 


Agentloman wholiveson Vanness Avenue 
noted this booming sound, a sort of combination 


ofdullroar and rattle, preceding the shock. 
Prof. Davidson, however, did not hear this 
Toar, although he was engaged in observing the 
stars at the time. 

“T have observed fifty-four earthquakes in 
my life,” Prof. Davidson said this morning, 
“and in only two have I heard that booming 
sound orroar. Onel remember was in 1852, 
when I was making astronomical observations 


at Presidio. [heard the sound coming as of 
heavy artillery being hauled over frozen 
ground. 

“This is the third time, too, that I have no- 
ticed earthquakes through their effect upon the 
instruments while I was taking an observation, 
although I take observations from seven to nine 
hours a night, and have for forty-seven years.” 

The professor showed in an interesting way 
the effect upon a star, from the observer’s point 
of view, of an earthquake. The star seems to 
be dancing within transit threads from the 
effect of waves of atmosphere; butif it is an 
earthquake that causes the waves, the star 
seems to be taking erratic jumps in all direc- 
tions. His observations, as recorded shortly 
after the shock, were as follows: 

“Iwas seated observing a star, and facing 
north, and then arose to read the levelsin the 
meridian. Then I knewthere was an earth- 
quake because the bubbles in the levels were 
in motion. The time was 2 hours 51 minutes 
41 seconds this morning. 

“*The movement in minute waves was 9.9 sec- 
onds of an arc, and the time of pulsations about 
3 seconds of time, and not regular; at times al- 
most subsiding and then starting out afresh. 
Tne movement was apparently from south. 
This continued for four or five minutes, and 
in 6 minutes the aplitude of the waves was 
from 0.2 or 0.3 a second of the aro and time 
of pulsation. 

“The pulsation was plainly exhibited for 9 
minutes, and at 13 minutes it had ceased. At 
the close the north ends of two levels were 0.5 
second of arc higher than when first read.” 

This was the second occasion in his experi- 
ence when the levels of instruments have been 
observed to be affected with very slight seismic 
forces. On another occasion, in 1869, when 
Prof. Davidson was observing transits of stars 
in meridian instrument, the stars commenced to 
jump wildly and irregularly among the transit 
threads. The levels were so placed, he ex- 
plained, that the motion might be east and 
west and yet show slightly on the instrument. 

The unusual part of this shock was its effect 
on his instruments, so far as Prof. Davidson’s 
observation went, and on this he did not rely on 
hearsay, but on his own actual measurement. 

“You will observe,” he said, “that I recorded 
that the northern ends of the levels were 0.5 
seconds of an arc higher at the close of .the 
shock than before. Thatis, the earth had been 
raised that much. This is the first time I have 
noticed such an effect.” 

Prof. Burkhalter of Chabot Observatory, Oak- 
land, recorded the time as 2:49:02, according to 
his watch, Paocitic time, and on going to the ob- 
servatory this morning he found that the mean 
time clock had stopped on the second, accord- 
ing exactly with his own observation. 

The duration of shock was 58 seconds. The 
direction was east and west. This was con- 
firmed by the observation of Prof. Davidson, 
which Burkhalter showed proved that the 
tremble had passed from Oakland to San Fran- 
cisco, and had occupied 2 minutes and 39 seo- 
onds in passing from Chabot Observatory to 
Prof. Davidson's observatory. 

In San Francisco there was more or less ex- 
citement among the people. Chief Brooks of the 
Secret Service of the Treasury Department, who 
was awakened in the Baldwin Hotel by the roar, 
followed by the shock, knew what it was, 
although it was the first earthquake he haa 
felt in his life. He hurried down stairs§to the 
clerk’s office and they agreed as to hearing 
the roar, and that the motion was from east to 
weat. 

The shock caused the front brick wall on the 
old Academy of Sciences Building, at the corner 
of California and Dupont Streets, to tumble 
down. It did not fall into the street, but col- 
lapsed, covering only the sidewalk and front of 
the lot with dépris.. No damage was done else- 
where in the city, even to the buildings in 
course of construction, and such unfinished 
structures as the Mills Building stood the test 
perfectly. 

The quake was felt very severely along the 
water front. Clay Street wharf rocked in such 
® way that at one time the night watchman 
thought it would come down. The North Pacific 
Coast Railroad Company’s tug Tiger was lifted 
up, and as the wave receded she almost struck 
the wharf in falling. As it was, the returning 
wave washed over and nearly swamped her. 

On Jackson Street wharf the night watchman 
said the shock was very heavy, and that shi 
in the bay acted as though they were in a gale. 

“Got off the wharf as quickly as I could,” 
said he, “ because I was afraid the shed would 
come down. I never experienced anything like 
it, and don’t want to again in my lifetime.” 

The Caroline broke adrift, and the outward 
rush of water nearly carried her into the bay 
before she was secured. The men in the ships 
on the bay felt the quake postage more than 
did the people on land. The ships strained at 
their anchors, and the watch was called out in 
case any of them should go adrift. 

The guests in the new Western Hotel poured 
into Kearney Street when the shake took place, 
and madea bee line for the centre of Ports- 
mouth Square, believing that was the safest 
place should the surrounding buildings fall. 
All of them were in undress, but for a time that 
was forgotten. 

When the first effects of fright wore off the 
women remembered that their costumes were 
not for atreet wear and hurried back to their 
rooms. The guestsin the Palace Hotel were 
somewhat frightened. a number of them rugh- 
ing into the corridors to ascertain the cause of 
the vibration. 

The only damage sustained was the breaking 
of statuettes and glassware. The sh was 
very much more severe in the region fifty or 
seventy-five miles north of the 1g, Tevny resi- 
dents there had much curt to ow how 
great it had beén in San Francisco. In incom- 
ing trains and boats the quake was the princi- 
pal topic of conversation with passengers, and

NARROW ESCAPES OF MANY RESIDENTS 
—OTHER DAMAGE DONE IN THE STATE. 
VACAVILLE, Cal, April 19.—This place seems 
to have been the centre of the seismic disturb- 
ance, beginning this morning about 2:50 o’clock. 
No accurate estimate of the damage can be made 
at present, but ir will run farinto the thousands. 
From the country there is a constant repeti- 
tion of the tale of woe, In Pleasant Valley the

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issmashed. Nearly every place in the township 
has had plastering destroyed. 

So far as heard from no fatal injuries have 
resulted. All the brick dwellinga is this 
sounty are total wrecks. The residence of 
Cari Gates, in Lagoon Valley, is said 
to be a total loss. The Rev. er of 
san José was slightly hurt. A laborer named 
magets was considerably injured by a falling 
wall. 

The place of Mrs. G. W. Blake in Happy Val- 
ley is a total loss. Dr. Dobbins’s house here 
was badly wrecked and his daughter and son 
escaped miraculously with slight injuries. The 
residences of Fred Hutton and William Butcher 
are totally wrecked. 

It seems as though the upheaval centred 
somewhere close to Vacaville—indeed, with ita 
main streets blocked by fallen brick and twisted 
timbers, and lined with half-wrecked buildings, 
the pretty little town presents a spectacle that 
is not easy of description. 

As closely as can be learned from many ob- 
servers, the vibrations began from southwest to 
northwest, and then with a peculiar twist 
shifted suddenly and came in long waves from 
south to north. 

For fully sixty seconds the earth rocked, 
heaved, and swayed. Sleep was impossible. 
The sensation that followed to those who were 
standing erect was like seasickness, the nausea 
being acute in some cases. 

it was an experience never to be forgotten, 
and tuat there are no dead to testify to the vio- 
licnce of the trensbling is almost a miracie. 

The worst damage is to be seen on Main 
Street, in the centre of the business section, be- 
ginning at the west end of the Platte brick block, 
containing a tea store, the office of the Vaca 
Valley ZEaterprise, C. R. Madison’s grocery, 
and Crystal Brothers dry goods store. 

The Western Union office presents a picture 
of demolition. The front and rear walls are 
down, and the side walls stand shattered and 
ready to fall. The building is practically a 
total loss. 

The Walker Block, occupied by general mer- 
chandise stores and a drug store, was flerce- 
ly shaken. The walls are badly wrecked and 
partly tumbled down; goods and wares are 
piled in wild confusion. Kay Bennetts 
saloon and residence, a two-story brick, is a 
total wreck. The proprietor and employes were 
sleeping in the place. They werein the eecond 
story and found themselves suspended in the 
air, a few partitions holding up the room. The 
loss is about $8,000. 

Mrs. Kittie Moore’s building, occupied by W. 
O. Davis, butcher, and Joe Donovan, barber, 
was crushed in by the falling of adjacent_walis. 
Two of the former’s employes, Horace Patton 
and Thomas Rogers were buried in the débria, 
but both got out uninjured. 

The Odd Fellows’ Hall, a fine structure, is a 
total wreck; loss, $12,000. Raleigh Barcar, an 
attorney, was asicep in the building, and 
had a narrow escape, suffering slight injuries 
from falling plaster. The building of the Bank 
of Vacaville was damaged about $500. The 
Masonic Hall Luilding, occupied 7 H, H, 
Chittenbett, general merchandise, is a bad 
wreck. The entire two-story front is down, and 
goods and fragments of the building are mixed 
in piles. 

All the frame houses in town were stripped of 
plastering. The Brunswick Hotel was badly 
damaged. All Vaeaville’s electric wires are 
down, and the pipes of the water system are 
so badly damaged that no connection now 
exists witn the reservoir, and the town has 
a water famine except for private wells. The 
old college building, the churches, and the brick 
public school were badly wrecked. 

Estimates of the damage made during the day 
range trom $50,000 to nearly $1,250,000, but 
little reliance is to be placed on them. 

S\N Franorsco, April 19.—Northern Call- 
fornia towns sustained heavy losses by to-day’s 
earthquake. In Vacaville people were panic 
atricken, and the town isin ruins. Every brick 
and stone building was destroyed. Many per- 
sons were injured, but none fatally. 

The estimated damage in the town is very 
large. All the wooden buildings rocked and are 
twisted out of shape. 

The brick residence of Karl M. Gates, in Lago- 
an Valley, is badly wrecked. 

The Rey. O. O. Felkner of San José was in- 


jured badly; a laborer was also badly injured. 
The brick residence of Dr. Dobbins, near town, 
was badly wrecked. Miss Lou Dobbins and 
Miss Portia Hill were rescued trom a pile of 
bricks, but were not injured. The water mains 
were broken and are leaking. A large force of 
men are at work clearing the streets and pull- 
ing down threatening ruins. 

the town of Dixon was the second heaviest 
sutierer. The mountains seemed to quiver, and 
the whole valley heaved like a troubled sea. 
Houses rocked and people fied in the streets in 
many instances, expecting that their domiciles 
would come tambling down about their heads. 
‘The quake came with a rumble that made many 
peopie think that a volcano had burst forth. 

The Masonic Hall, a five-story brick building, 
was sd badly damaged thatit will have to be 
taken down. John Dugan’s dry goods store, 
also @ brick building, was crushed in by the fall 
of the south fire wall of the Masonic building, 
while the north fire wallof the latter building 
tell on J. Rockford’s brick house, completely 
crusting it. 

To add tothe horrors of the situation, fires 
broke out in John Dugan’s and Brown & Cole- 
man’s stores. The flames were soon extin- 
guished, but not until considerable damage 
had been done. 

The north fire wallof Eppinger & Co.’s brick 
store, eorner of Main and B Streets, fell on an 
adjoining frame building owned by John 

2Rehnke, crushing the frame like an eggshell 
and severely injuring Rehnke. 

The Blum Building was badly wrecked, the 
walls being cracked and bulged out. The fire 
walls, both front and rear, of the Rosa Building 
tellin, doing eonsiderable damage. 

All the buildings in town are somewhat 
damaged. Nearly all of them are cracked, 
while several are down. Goods in nearly all 
the stores were thrown from the shelves and 
counters, while all over town doors were 
wrenched and torn from the hinges, being 
thrown into the streets or into the buildings. 
Owners of all private residences report damag 

At Winters, Yolo County, alarge brick hotel, 
en bank building, Bertholett’s two-story stone 
building, and every building in town is dam- 
aged. The loss will reach at least $50,000. The 
contents of stores and dwellings were all piled 
on the floor in promiscuous heaps. 

In the office of the Lapress torms were pied 
and type emptied from the cases, and an old 
Washington hand press, weighing over a ton, 
was knocked over. Editor Rust, htter bp td mw | 
his wrecked office, philosophically conclude 
that it would be cheaper to move out. 

At the graveyard, tombs were wrenched 
about or completely shattered. Near town the 
banks of Putah Creek caved in, and along the 
bottom of the creek fora great distance rents 
were made by the shocks. An acre of ground 
glid into the creek. 

On the county road there are great cracks in 
the ground. 

Reports are just beginning to come in of dam- 
age in the country two miles southeast of Win- 
ters. J. R. Wolfskiil’s large storehouse was to- 
tally wrecked. He was asleep with his wife, 
when the walls crushed in, just missing the bed 
and saving their lives. In the residence of J. 
A. Devilbliss the wall separated from the floor, 
so that a nan mighi put his leg down the aper- 
ture. ‘ 

On Berryessa Road the passage is blocked by 
immense boulders, some weighi several tons. 
They were thrown with mighty force down the 
hilisides into the road. 

There is a distressing rumor afloat about the 
demolition of the little Town of Monticello, 
seventeen miles from Winters. "rhere is no rail- 
road or telegraphic communication with that 
place, and there is no way of verifying reports. 

Thousands of people rushed into the streets at 
Sacramento, and considerable damage is re- 
ported. The entire population of arysville 
remained in the streets until dayHght. Many 
buildings were damaged at Woodland. 

A gentleman whe lives at Vallejo, opposite 
the Mare Island Navy Yard. said to-night: “As 
I looked toward Mare Island the electric lights 
seemed to be going about in all directions. 
Poles seemed as though they were masts in 
ships, and swayed about as though the ship was 
on aheavy sea. Some old houses were thrown 
down, but not much Gomase was done. People 
suffered more from fright than anything else.” 

There were three heavy shocks at Colusa, fol- 
lowed by @ mournful rumbling noise. The 
Methodist Church and Publie School Building 
at Fairfield are in ruins. Stoves and heavy fur- 
niture were overturned. Many buildings were 
damaged at Esparto. At Capay the briek build- 
ing of J. W. W. Aldrich fellin. Mra. Beach, one 
of the ocoupants, had a narrow escape from 
death, being struck by falling brick. 

At the State prison at Folsom, prisoners were 
greatly alarmed at the earthquake shock. They 
thought the day of judgment had come. Guards 
at first thought the rattling of locks was 
caused by a general outbroak of the prisoners. 
No material damage resulted. 

In Oakland clocks facing east or west were 
stopped, while those facing north or south 
were not disturbed.

CONGRESS. 
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HILWS FREE-COINAGE VOTE 


THE SENATORS PLACE THEM- 
SELVES ON RECORD ON SILVER. 


THE QUESTION BROUGHT UP IN THE 
ARIZONA BOND BILL—A CLAUSE 
STRICKEN OUT PROVIDING FOR IN- 
TEREST PAYABLE IN GOLD. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—An opportunity was 
furnished to-day for Hill to vote in company 
with the Senatorial advocates of free silver 


coinage. 

The bill was not @ coinage measure, but one 
to authorize the Territory of Arizona to pay the 
interest on certain bonds semi-annually instead 
of annually. It passed the House just a month 
ago. Before its passage a Farmers’ Alliance 
member from Kansas, alarmed at a line provid- 
ing for the payment of the interest on the bonds 
in ‘gold coin or its equivalent,” made a frantic 
opposition, desiring to have the creditors per- 
mitted to pay in any sort of money they pre- 
ferred. 

Delegate Smith (Dem., Arizona,) declared 
that the proposition to putin the words “legal 
money of the United States,” would prevent 
him from selling the bonds at the rate of inter- 
est provided for. “In Arizona,” he said, “ it is 
entirely immaterial whether you provide that 
the payment shall be in gold coin or legal 
money, for all actual transactions are in gold 
coin.” Without the proviso, he did not expect 
to be able to float the debt at less than 7 to 10 
per cent. With the proviso, he believed the 
debt could be floated at 5 percent. It would 
save to Arizona $75,000 per annum in interest. 
He was opposed to the gold provision as a 
money question and so were all his people. 

On March 19, two days laver, Mr. Smith 
offered an amendment, affecting the principal 
only, striking out ‘‘gold coin or ite equivalent” 
and inserting “lawful money of the United 
States,” and, as so amended, the bill was 
passed, This left the interest payable in gold, 

Senator Hill's actien to-day will not commend 
him to New-York business men, and it is in 
marked contrast with the recent course of the 
New-York Democrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, not one of whom, except Hill’s man 
Rockwell, ventured to vote with the advocates 
of free silver coinage. 

When the bill was called up in the Senate to- 
day Mr. Stewart (Rep., Nev.,) directed attention 
to the provision in regard to the interest. Asa 
pronounced free-coinage man, he took the 
ground that the passage ofthe bill with this 
clause attached to it would be taken by the 
country as an indication that the people of Ari- 
zona were opposed to free coinage. he free- 
silver men were quick to see the point of Mr. 
Stewart's remarks. Mr. Kyle (Rep, 8. D.,) at 
once offered an amendment striking out the 
words “in gold coin of the United States,” and 
inserting the words ‘“‘in lawful money of the 
United States.”’ 

This was put to a vote, but not until Mr. Gor- 
man, who had been listening intently, gained 
the privacy of the cloak room.. Hill did not re- 
epond to his name but, instead, began making 
inquiries concerning the bill He had preyious- 
ly been lounging in his seat. It was found that 
there was nota quorum present, and a call of 
the Senate was made. 

Then the vote was againtaken. Hill sat next 
to Mr. Blackburn, (Dem., Ky.,) when his name 
was called, and the eyes ef everybody who op. 
preciated the situation were upop him. e 
said “Aye” in a manner that fully denoted 
knowledge that he was the object of general at- 
tention. 

Mr. Brice (Dem., Ohio,) was paired with Sen- 
ator Felton, who announced that he would have 
voted in the negative if able to do s0, leaving 
it to be plainly inferred that Brice would have 
voted on the silver side. Mr. McPherson (Dem., 
N. J.,) was paired with Mr. Higgins, (Rep., Del.,) 
from which no inference can be drawn. Mr, 
Higgins managed to transfer his pair, and voted 
in the negative. 

The vote was very interesting in bringing out 
both the Nebraska Senators on the side of the 
opposition, and Mr. Palmer (Dem., I1J.,) amon 
the opponents of free coinage. By filling ou 
the list with the votes cast according to the 
known preferences of the Senators, it is appar- 
ent that free silver has a majority in the Senate 
of at least 6. 

The vote on the amendment to-day was 28 to 
24, ag follows—Republicans in roman, Demo- 
crats in ifalics, Independents and Farmers’ Al- 
liance in SMALL CAPITALS:)

ATTACK ON SECRETARY RUSK. 

The resolution of Mr. George (Dem., Mias.,) 
relative to the low price of cotton and the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture was agreed to 
by the Senate to-day. 

It directs the Committee on Agriculture and 
Forestry to ascertain the present condition of 
agriculture in the United States and the present 
prices of agricultural products, and, if there be 
any of which the prices are depressed, then the 
causes of such depression and the remedies 
therefor. 

It is to ry articularly whether the re- 
ports of the Department of Agriculture on the 
distribution and consumption of farm products, 
Cees from time to time by authority of the 

ecretary of Agriculture, contribute inany way 
to such depression of the market prices of such 
products, whether any proper governmental 
purpose is subserved by such publication, and 
whether such publication should be centinued. 

BOTHERED BY CONGRESSMEN. 

Beoretary Noble has received a letter from 
Commissioner Raum calling attention to the 
vast amount of work imposed upon his office in 
connection with the correspondence of members 
of both houses of Congress concerning pension 
claims, stating that the handling of these Con- 
greasional call slips in their progress through 
the various divisions of the office ocoupy the 
time of many clerks and require the drawing of 
more than a thousand cases a day. 

The Secretary, in answer, directs that here- 
after claimants or their attorneys shall be ad- 
vised of the status of their claims direct, as far 
as the force of the bureau will permit, and that 
such information will be given direct to claim- 
ant on Congressional call slips, thereby obviat- 
ing the necessity of furnishing the same infor- 
mation many times. 

WEST VIRGINIA’S SHARE. 

The joint resolution to pay to the State of 
West Virginia the amount due toit under the 
“Direct Tax Refund” act was passed to-day 
without any discussion by the Senate. 

It directs the Secretary of the Treasury to pay 
to the Governor of the State of West Virginia, 
under the provisions, conditions, and limita- 
tions of the act of March 1891, the sum, of 
$181,306, less the sum of $27,328, (which was 
paid to the Governor of the State of West Vir- 
ginia Aug. 26, 1891,) to be held in trust for the 
citizens and inhabitants of said State, notwith 
standing any claim by the ph ae of the 
United States against the State of ginia. 

NEW-YORK CUSTOMS INVESTIGATION. 

Acting Secretary Spaulding has constituted 
Colleetor Hendricks, Naval Officer Willis, Sur- 
veyor Lyen, Appraiser Cooper, and Special 
Agent Whitehead, all of New-York, a Commis- 
sion “for the purpose of making a thorough in- 
vestigation of the methods of conducting the 
business pertaining to the colleotion of revenue 
from customs at the port of New-York, with 
the view of ascertaining what changes are 
necessary, if any, to simplify and improve the 
methods of business and to inorease the efii- 
ciency of the service.”

SHOT HIMSELF IN A CAB. 





A NOTE BOOK SAVED THE LIFE OF 
YOUNG J. B. DE FORREST. 


A young man, dressed in a light gray suit and 
drab overcoat, stood on the corner of Broadway 
and Thirtieth Street about 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning and hailed a cab.

Heis well known as a man about 
town, and for several years has been intemper- 
ate in his habits. It is supposed that the shoot- 
ing wasthe wind-up of a prolonged debauch. 
He is said to have been an inmate of the Keeley 
Inetitute at White Plains, being discharged from 
that institution several mon as oured.

PITTSBURG, April 19.—During a performancsa 
at the World’s Theatre, McKeesport, to-night, 
Frank Seargeant, known as “‘ Oklahoma Frank,” 
shot and probably fatally injured his assistant, 
Frank ferguson.

form his most thrilling act of shooting an apple 
rom the head of Ferguson. The audience was 
reathless as the two men took their places 
thirty yards apart. 

Seargeant turned his back to the target and, 
after adiusting the mirror, flred the shot which 
has hit the apple for five years. 

At the report of the rifle Ferguson threw up 
his hands, staggered a few steps, and fell prone 
upon the stage, blood gushing from his head. 

Instantly the audience was in an uproar. 
Several women fainted and a panic was nar- 
rowly averted. The curtain was rung down and 
Dr. Black called in. The ball struck in the cen- 
tre of the forehead, just above the eyes, and, it 
is feared, entered the brain. Ferguson is still 
unconscious, and the physician is unable to say 
whether he will live or not. 

The audience was calmed by the announce- 
ment that Ferguson was not dangerously hurt, 
and was then dismissed. Ferguson was re 
moved to his hotel, where he is now lying in a 
critical condition. 

Seargeant says whether Ferguson lives or 
dies he has shot the last apple trom the head of 
a human being. The accident was similar to 
the one resulting inthe death of Mra, Frank 
Frayne several years ago.

A BIG GAIN FOR TAMMANY 


THE ELECTION INSPECTORS BILL 
PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


NO HEED PAID TO THE PROTESTS OF 
REPUBLICANS ON THE INJUSTICE OF 
THE MEASURE—THE BILL RUSHED 
THROUGH ON A STRICT PARTY VOTE. 


ALBANY, April 19.—Senator Erwin had noth- 
ing but the most vigorous adjectives to throw 
against the Tammany Election Inspectors bill 
when it came up for passage in the Senate. It 
was “the most dangerous bill” ever intro- 
duced in the Senate. It was worthy of Tweed. 
A great difference existed between the city and 
country Inspectors. Tammany Hall had justi- 
fied the introduction of this bill by asserting 
that in the country districts the Republicans 
had two and the Democrats only one Inspector. 
This was a deceptive and treacherous argu- 
ment. In the country the people elected the 
Inspectors, but this bill proposed to let a par- 
tisan Police Board name the Inspectors. The 
press of the City of New-York was against this 
bill. Noone demanded it. “You are doing a 
dangerous thing, gentlemen, and you will live 
to regret it.” 

Erwin held an amendment in his hand and was 
on the point of offering it when Clerk Dunning 
began to call the roll. For several minutes there 
was a disturbance. Erwin insisted that his 
amendment should be received, but Senator 
McOlelland (Dem., Westchester,) objected 
“* The roll call has started,” he said, “ and noth- 
ing else is in order. Technically, he was 
right; Senatorially, courteously, he was wrong. 

Senator O’Connor said the manner in which 
this bill was passed was a befitting close to the 
session. The Republicans had been given no 
chance to discuss the measure. They had been 
choked off. The bill was indefensible. No one 
had a word to say in its defense. 

Senator Saxton said he was unable to see why 
this bill should be passed. No one had ques- 
tioned that the elections in New-York had not 
been fair. 

Senator Erwin declared that the Democrats 
proposed to steal the State. At the beginning 


of the session, before he stole the Senate, Hill 

was the favorite candidate for President He 

had on his head a glittering star. Now noone 

could see the star and no one could see Hill. 
The bill was passed by a strict party vote. 


MANY ASSEMBLY BILLS PASSED. 
The Assembly worked away at its long cal- 
endar to-day and managed to pass a large num- 
ber of bills, most of them purely local, and a 


great: majority of which will never become 
laws. Very few of them created any discussion, 
and hour after hour it was simply the dreary 
calling of the roll. 

This morning Mr. Yetman’s (Rep., Richmond,) 
bill providiug that any charitable institution 
whose gross of annual income shall exceed 
$200,000 shall pay taxes, came up on final pas- 
sage. As Gen. Husted (Rep., Westchester,) said, 
thisisa general bill to accomplish a special 
purpose. It refers only to Sailors’ Snug Harbor, 
which until the present year has always paid 
from $20,000 to $30,000 taxesin Richmond 
County, but under a recent decision of the 
Court of Appeals the managers claim that they 
are exempt from taxation, on the ground that 
the harbor is a charitable institution. The bill 
is opposed by Mayor Grant, the Chamber of 
Commerce, and everybody else except citizens 
of Richmond County, who, if it becomes a law, 
will have to bear an additional burden of taxes 
equal to the amount assessed upon the proper- 
ty of the institution. 

Mr. Malby, (Rep., St. Lawrence,) who was a 
member of the sub-committee of the Committee 
on Ways and Means sent to investigate the sub- 
a. was evidently very much impressed by the 

nstitution. He spoke to-day in favor of the 
bikL He eaid thatifthe harbor was exempted 
the inmates would be paupers in the eyes of the 
law, and would be debarred from the privilege 
of voting; that the institution had a greater in- 
come than it needed, part of which it was ex- 
——s in the erection of a $175,000 opera 

ouse anda new church He thought the ex- 
emption would be both unfair and unjust. The 
Dill was passed by a vote of 90 to 12. 


MORE FEES FOR NEWYORK’S SHERIFF. 

The bill introduced by Senator Ahearn (Dem., 
New-York,) in relation to the fees of the Sheriff 
of New-York was passed without debate. It 
provides that where more than one copy of a 


warrant of attachment is required to be served, 
$1.50 for the service of each additional copy, 
together with 6 cents a mile for each mile 
traveled going and returning, may be charged; 
also poundage upon the value of the property 
attached, not exceeding the amount specitied in 
the warrant. The bill also provides that the 
Sheritf may retain the property levied upon un- 
tilhis fees and poundage are paid; and that 
where an execution has been vacated or set 
aside the Sheriff is entitled to poundage upon 
the value of the property levied upon, not ex- 
ceeding the amount specified in the execution. 
FOR NEW-YORK’S TWO MUSEUMS. 

Senator McMahon’s (Dem., New-York,) bill 
appropriating $70,000 a year, after this year, 
for the expenses of the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, and providing that it shall be open tq the 
public two eveningsa week and on Sunday aft- 
ernoons, and his bill authorizing an appropria- 
tion of $400,000 for an addition to the Museum 
of Natural History were passed. 

The Senate amendments tothe general bank- 
ing law were concurred in and also the Senate 
amendments tothe general railroad law. 

Yhe bill introduced by Mr. Martin, (Dem., 
New-York,) providing for the legal inspection 
of stock corporations, was passed by a vote of 
65 to 39, after it hai been attacked by Gen. 
Husted (Rep., Westchester,) and Mr. Sulzer 
(Dem., New-York,) as being unjust, and as sure 
to result in driving capital out of the State. 

The bill reducing the legal rate of interest to 
5 per cent. was called up by its introducer, Mr. 
Gittord, (Rep., Chautauqua;) and was killed 
again, after ite sponsor had made a long speech 
in favor of it, to the effect that interest was one 
of the greatest burdens the farmer was called 
pon to pay, and that money was now cheap. 

The two bills introduced by Senator McCarty. 
(Dem., Kings,) allowing the Brooklyn Common 
Council to change ward boundaries, and divid- 
ing the Eighteenth Ward, were passed by strict 
party votes under a call of the House. 

Eenator Mullen’s (Rep., Jefferson,) bill amend- 
ing the General Railroad act relative to rates of 
fare, by reserving the right to regulate and re- 
duce the rate of fare on any road constructed 
under Chapter 565, Laws of 1890, was passed. 

The Senate has passed the bills prepared by 
the Statutory Revision Commission, known as 
the General Railway and the General Banking 
bills; aleo the Rainey Bridge bill. 


CONFIRMED BY THE SENATE, 
The Senate has confirmed the nominations of 
John F. Little as Trustee of the Soldiers’ Home 
at Bath; of George Raines to be manager of the 


State Industrial School in Rochester, and of 
William Tallman to be United States Loan Com- 
missioner in Washington County. 

The Fish and Game Code has passed both 
houses of the Legislature with the section legal- 
izing fishing in Jamaica Bay on Sunday inolud- 
ed, as was intimated in these dispatches on Sat- 
urday last. 

Mg. Kennedy (Rep., Onondaga,) made a heroic 
attempt in the Assembly this afternoon to pass 
his bill appropriating $300,000 for six Btate 
—y elevators, two in Buffalo and four in New- 

ork, declaring that they were absolutely neo 
essary to preserve the commerce of the Btate, 
but he could only get fifty-seven votes for it. 

The Municipal Building bill, amended by 
mins out Bryant Park asa possible site for 
the building, was passed. 

Senator Plunkitt’s (Dem., New-York,) bill pro- 
viding that Inspectors of Election in New-York 
shall keep the registry list in their possession, 
and if they resign turn the lists over to the 
Chief of Police or the Chief of the Bureau of 
Elections, was passed and now goes to the Goy- 
ernor. 

Senator McCarren’s (Dem., Kings,) bill limit- 
ing the hours of labor of employes of surface 
railroads to ten hours was aleo passed.

MAJOR WARFORDP NAMED AS DELEGATE 
TO MINNEAPOLIS. 


The Republicans of Richmond County held 
their convention yesterday afternoon at Staple- 
ton and elected delegates to the State and Con- 
gressional District Conventions. 

The convention was a quiet one until after the 
delegates were named, except for a fight be- 


tween the Tysen and Galloway factions in the 
Southfield caucus. This time Galloway won 
and was named as State delegate. 

Richmond wants one of the two delegates to 
be sent to the Minneapolis Convention from the 
Congressional District, and Major B. F. War- 
ford, ex-Assemblyman George Cromwell, and 
Read Benedict are candidates. 

Trouble began when Mr. Benedict moved to 
instruct the delegation to stand by the man 
selected by a majority ata cauous of the dele- 
gation. Mr. Cromwell led a strong opposition 
to this, while both Major Warford and Mr. 
Benedict favored it. After a long wrangle, 
during which Mr. Cromwell and Mr. Schofield 
asked to withdraw from the delegation, the 
motion was carried. Later Major Warford was 
selected as the candidate, but allof the dele- 
gates did not attend the caucus. 

The delegates chosen were: To State Conven- 
tion—William L. Bones of Castleton, Frank 
Rinschler of Middletown, W. A. Galloway of 
Southfield, Jacob I. Housman of Northfield, and 
John H. Elsworth of Westfield. To District 
Convention: At Large—Edward D. Clark, Major 
B. H. Warford, and John A. Duff; Hugh Mo- 
Roberts of Castleton, George Cromwell of Mid- 
dletown, John Goblet of Southfield, and Capt. 
M. Conklin of Westfield.

PLEADING WITH DELEGATES TO 
THE INDIANA CONVENTION. 


THE STATE WILL CHOOSE DISTRICT 
DELEGATES TO CHICAGO TO-NIGHT 
—THE CLEVELAND MEN FIGHTING 
VIGOROUSLY FOR THEIR CAUSE. 


* INDIANAPOLIS, April 19.—In the skirmish pre- 
liminary to the State Convention, the Presiden- 
tial question overshadows everything else. 
To-morrow night the district delegates to the 
National Convention will be elected. Nearly 
every county has a candidate for delegate. 

In the Indianapolis, Fort Wayne, and Evans- 
ville districts the Gray men will present no 
candidates for national delegates. The dele- 
gates from the Indianapolis district will be ex- 
Congressman Will E. English, son of the candi- 
date for Vice President in 1880, and Judge 
Alexander Ayers, both of Marion County. 
These delegates will be instructed to vote for 
Cleveland. Mr. English will second the nom- 
ination of Cleveland in the National Conven- 
tion. 

The delegates from the Fort Wayne district 
willbe Samuel M. Foster of Fort Wayne and 
Newman of Kendallville. They will be instruct- 
ed for Cleveland. Mr. Foster is a manufacturer 
and a former Republican who came over on the 
tariff issue in 1888. 

The delegates from the Evansville district 
will be O. U. Freatogoel of Posey County and 
either Philip Fry of Evansville or Anthony 
Stevenson of Spencer County, all original 
Cleveland men. They will also be instructed to 
vote for Cleveland. 

The South Bend District will he closely con- 
tested between Mayor Packard of Plymouth and 
Oliver Chester of Elkhart, radical Cleveland 
men on one side, and William Conrad of Warsaw 
and -James Arthur, “peace and harmony” 
men, on the other. The peace and 
harmony men have the support of 
the anti-Cleveland men, but the radical Cleve- 
land men feel confident. The anti-Cleveland 
men have secured six proxies from St. Joseph 
County, but the Cleveland inen have telegraphed 
for the alternate, and if the latter arrives in 
time Packard and Chester will pull through. 

In the Terre Haute district the fight is being 
made against John Lamb, Voorhees’s right-hand 
man. Lamb started out as a Hill man, but to 
save himself he now says that he is 
for Cleveland after Gray has received a 
complimentary vote. Voorhees is on the 
ground making personal appeals for Lamb. 
There are three radical Cleveland men running 
in that district, all anxious to go to Chicago. 
All efforts to make them compromise have 
failed, and in order to pull through 
one of the trio has made a combina- 
tion with Lamb, and unless one of 
the Cleveland men can be prevailed upon to 


pull off, the delegates from the Eighth District 
will be Lamb and Catlin. The latter isa radical 
Cleveland inan, 

In the Lafayette District the Gray-Cleveland 
compromise will be adhered to, and James Mur- 
dock of Lafayette and some radical Cleve- 
land man from Boone County yet to be 
selected will be the delegates. The Demo- 
erats of the Second District will indorse 
the compromise, and Huston of Bedford and 
Callop ef Vincennes, “ peace and harmony,” 
will be elected. Gray will receive their votes on 
— i aa ballot, and then they will go to Cleve- 
an 

The Third, or New-Albany, District will stand 
by the compromise, and Jennings of Salem, a 
Gray man, and Ed Niklause of Madison, 
“peace and harmony” Cleveland man, will in 
all probability be elected. 

There will be a big fightin Holman’s district, 
the Fourth, but the chances are in favor of the 
*“*peace-and-barmony” faction. The dele- 
gates have not yet been agreed upon 
by either faction. The Sixth, known as 
the Barrett district, which gives 10,000 Repub- 
lican majority, is for peace and harmony. 
The Eleventh District, now represented in Con- 
gress by Morton, has a decided radical Cleve- 
land sentiment, but the peace-and-harmony 
faction has the advantage over the radicals, 
from the fact that their two candidates are 
extremely popular, 

The Fifth District, now represented in Con- 
gress by Cooper, will elect two radical Cleve- 
land men. There are four candidates in the 
field and it is impossible to name the two 
winners. The Tenth, which is situated 
near Chicago, will be represented in the 
National Convention by Judge Pollard 
of Delhi and Cass of Valparaiso or Pat Keefe 
of Newton County. The sentiment in that dis- 
trict is against instructions of any kind. They 
claim to be for Cleveland, but as the sentiment 
of that district is molded through Chicago in- 
fluence it is suspected that they are for Palmer. 

Besides electing two delegates to the National 
Convention, each district will elect one member 
to the Committees on Resolutions, Credentials, 
and Organization. The latter committee will 
report the delegates at large tothe State Con- 
vention, and the radical Cleveland men will try 
to capture it and upset the Gray-Cleveland 
compromise. However, if the peace and har- 
mony faction capture the majority of this com- 
mittee, the delegates agreed to between the 
peace and harmony Cleveland men and the Gray 
men Will be reported. They will send Voorhecs 
and Hugh Dougherty, Gray men; 8S. E. Moras of 
the Indianapolis Sentine/, and Charles L. Jewett, 
Cleveland men. The radical Cleveland men 
may fight the report in the convention and sub- 
stitute radical Cleveland delegates. If they 
capture the Committee on Resolutions they will 
report a resolution instructing for Cleveland. 

About one-fourth of the delegates have ar- 
rived, but they are mostly from the large cities, 
where the Cleveland sentiment is very strong. 
The county delegates will not arrive 
until to-morrow. Unless they come _ to 
Matthews’s support, Shanklin will be 
nominated for Governor. Matthews, who 
isa farmer, relies upon the Granger delegates 
to pull him through. Shanklin will get the 
votes of all the large cities, and if he can seeure 
one-third of the Granger delegates he will be 
nominated. 

Ex-Gov. Gray was about the hotel lobbies all 
day, pleading for peers. This spectacle of a 
candidate for President begging for votes has 
disgusted many who were inclined to give him 
a complimentary vote. However, he catches 
many unsophisticated delegates.

SEEN WITH:THE NAKED EYE. 


_-—_>—_——_ 
A TALK WITH PROF..:SWIFT OF ROCH- 
ESTER ABOUT THE NEW COMET. 


RocHESTER, N, Y., April19.—A reporter called 
at the Warner Observatory this morning and in- 
quired of Prof. Swift as to the results of his 
inspection of the comet last night. He saidin 
answer to the question: 

“Yes, I saw the comet, and, making allowance 
for the moon, I judge it is nearly of the same 
brightness as when I observed it a couple of 
weeks ago. Ifthisis the case there must have 
been a good deal of sensation about that 
San Francisco dispatch of yesterday. I donot 
understand how Prof. Barnard could possibly 
have seen that tail 20 degrees long in the pres- 
ence of full moonshine. It may have been mis- 
sent. For 2 degrees he could not have seen 
those filaments in the moonshine either, unless 
he xot them on a photograph by long exposure. 

“it’swertainly a tine comet. I saw it very 
distinctly with the naked eye, It looks like a 
hazy star,and is 5 degrees true east from 
Epsilon Pegass. It rises about midnight. 

“I made the position at 3:30 o’olock this 
morning as follows: Right ascension, 21 hours 
53. minutes 27 seconds; declination, 10 degrees 
39 minutes. It is not known yet whether or not 
it has an ellipticai orbit. In about a week or 
so I shall be able to verify or disprove this San 
Francisco matter, which, I suspect, has been 
added to by that /zaminer man.”’

The new Bering Sea modus vivendi is 
to continue “ during the pendency of the 
arbitration,” but may be terminated by 
either party on two months’ notice after 
Oct. 31, 1893. It differs from that adopted 
last year chiefly in the provision in rekard 
to damages. In case the arbitrators affirm 
the right of British subjects to take seals 
within the bounds claimed by the United 
States under the purchase from Russia, our 
Government will be bound to make com- 
pensation for the losses occasioned by the 
suspension of that right “upon the basis 
of such a regulated and limited catch or 
catches as in the opinion of the arbitrators 
might have been taken without an undue 
diminution of the seal herds.” If the result 
of the arbitration is to deny the right of the 
British sealers, compensation is to be made 
by Great Britain upon the basis of the dif- 
ference between the 7,500 seals allowed 
to be taken onthe islands and “such larger 
catch asain the opinion of the arbitrators 
might have been taken without an un- 
due diminution of the seal herds.” This 
is certainly equitable, but its most impor- 
tant feature is the recognition of the prin- 
ciple of regulating and limiting the catch 
of seals, both in the sea and on the islands, 
with a view to preserving the herds from 
“undue diminution.” The determination 
of the arbitrators on the question of dam- 
ages, whatever their decision may be on 
the main question of rights and jurisdic- 
tion, ought to aid materially the future 
adoption of a policy for regulating and 
limiting the destruction of seals in Bering 


Sea. 








brought up in the House yesterday. Mr. 
Lawson of Georgia made the statement 
for the majority of the committee in favor 
of the contestant. He was frequently and 
rather discourteously interrupted, Mr. 
Cockran of New-York playing a con- 
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spicuous part in the proceeding, betraying 
the support that Rockwk z is likely to get 
from Tammany as the ally ad hoo of Sena- 
tor Hitt. It is clear that the Hill people 
have determined to leave no means untried 
to carry their ends. They are already 
urging that Congress has no business to 
take any notice of the laws of the State or 
the decision of the State courts—a position 
strikingly in harmony with Hiri’s general 
course. Itis also stated now that if they 
find that they cannot get a majority of the 
House they will at the close of debate to- 
morrow try to get the case postponed until 
July, with the hope that nothing can then 
be done with it before adjournment. 
a 

The ridiculous abuses recently in- 
dulged in of the “permission to ex- 
tend remarks” in the Congressional 
Record will not be wholly regretta- 
ble if they lead to some correction of 
them. Yesterday the Committee on Rules 
reported a resolution repealing the general 
rule on the gubject, but this, of course, 
will be of no avail against the special ac- 
tion of the House from time totime. The 
present session has not been one of long 
debates. There was a three days’ disous- 
sion in the House of the silver question, 
and there have been, perhaps, a dozen days 
given to the tariff. The Senators have 
talked a good deal, but not so much as 
usual, having been in session practi- 
cally not more than four days a 
week, exclusive of recesses, Yet the 
Record, covering about four months, 
already contains fully 4,000 pages—the 
equivalené of about forty ordinary octavo 
volumes. Of course, in this cumbersome 
mass, all that is worth anything is in- 
cluded, but it is very hard work to get at 
it, and a continuous record of the doings 
of Congress for a decade—such as many a 
private citizen and all respectable news- 
papers would like to keep on hand— 
amounts toa good-sized library in itself. 
But each successive Congress seems more 
helpless to reform the grotesque and yet 
serious evil.

The bill for a Women’s Reformatory is 
“hung up” in committee in the Senate. 
Why, we do not know, and its opponents 
do not care to tell. There has been no in- 
telligible objection to it from the first, 
while it has had earnest support from 
every respectable source. The Mayor and 
Recorder have approved it, the leading 
journals of both parties have advocated it, 
expert opinion is unanimous in its favor, 
and every expression of pepular feeling has 
been forit. Thereisand can be no decent 
excuse for defeating it, especially in the 
cowardly manner that has been chosen.

THE NEW EXCISE LAW. 

The Foley Excise bill was passed by the 
Senate yesterday in the precise form in 
which it came from the Assembly, and 
there seems to be no doubt that it will be- 
come the law of the State. It must be 
taken as embodying the Democratic idea of 
the proper regulation of the liquor traffic, 
since it was made a strict party meas- 
ure, and every Republican effort to modify 
it in the smallest particular was voted 
down by a party vote. One reason why 
there was such a desperate resistance to 
every attempt to make a change, even 
where there were manifest defects, was a 
fear that if the bill went back to the 
Assembly for concurrence in amendments 
it would be lost, as the session closes to- 
morrow. 

This is the first exeiso bill in many years 
that has been framed and passed by a 
Democratic Legislature, anditis more fa- 
vorable to the liquor interest than any law 
ever before placed on the statute books of 
this State. Still, it by no means embodies 
the full demands of the liquor dealers, and 
does not deserve quite all the denunciation 
that was heaped upon it by the Republican 
Senators. The first important change in 
the existing law to be noted is an improve- 
ment. It prohibits the granting of a li- 
cense for premises a former license upon 
which has been revoked, unless the Com- 
missioners are satisfied that the former li- 
censee has not and will not have any inter- 
est in the business under the new license. 
This is aimed at an evil which has been 
common in this city, whereby a violator 
ef the law has virtually continued in 
business by securing a license in the 
mame of some one else, There is no 
material change in the classification of 
licenses or in the fees, except that keepers 
ofdrug stores are permitted to sell alcoholic 
liquors only on the written prescription of 
a physician, to be wsed only once. This 
restriction has caused so much criticism 
that a separate bill has been introduced 
permitting druggists to take out store- 
keepers’ licenses. Its real object seems to 
have been to prevent drug stores from com- 
peting with liquor stores in the sale of in- 
toxicating beverages. Thereis no limita- 
tion upon the number of licenses that 
may be granted, even to the same person, 
and there is likely to be a tendency 
toward the control of the retail traffic 
by large concerns. One of the new features 
of the law is that which permits the grant- 
ing of an additional license for a fee of 
from $30 to $150 ‘“‘ when it shall appear 
that public necessity requires that such 
licensed premises remain open between the 
hours of 1 and 5 o’clock in the morning.” 
There is also a new provision authorizing 
the Controller of the State to grant licenses 
for the sale of liquor upon passenger “ cars, 
steamboats, or vessels,” on the payment of 
a fee of not less than $30 for each car, 
steamboat, or vessel. This legalizes a 
practice that has been common without 
the sanction of law. 

A feature of the bill which has been much 








attacked is that providing that a person 
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whose application for a license has been 
refused may apply to a court fora writ of 
certiorari to compel the granting of a li- 
cense if it shall be proved thatthe appli- 
cation was denied arbitrarily or without 
good and valid reasons. There is some 
reason in such a provision, and the objec- 
tions to it have been a good deal magni- 
fied. The provisions authorizing the trans- 
fer of a license to the legal representative 
of a deceased licenses, to new premises 
in case of a removal, and to the purchaser 
of the business of the holder of a license 
are properly guarded,.and, though a con- 
cession to the liquor dealers, are in the 
interest of justice, as in such cases the 
licenses have been paid for fora fixed pe- 
riod. Satisfactory provision is made for 
the forfeiture and revocation of licenses in 
case of violations of the law. Among 
the causes of forfeiture is a convic- 
tion for selling adulterated liquors, 
and among the causes for revocation 
are the employment of girls or wo- 
men, not members of the licensee's 
family, to sell er serve liquors upon li- 
censed premises. Provision is made for 
the issue of writs of certiorari by a court 
for the review of the determination of Ex- 
cise Commissioners in revoking licenses. 
Among the offenses declared to be misde- 
meanors is the selling, offering, or exposing 
for sale of any intoxicating liquors ‘“‘ on 
Sunday.” This is the only reference to 
Sunday prohibition and does not require 
licensed premises to be closed on that day, 
or forbid the giving away of liquor 
thereon. It would apparently be possible 
under such a law to pay for any amount 
of drink in a saloon on Saturday night 
and occupy the place in consuming it 


and in revelry on Sunday. Thies is a seri- 
ous defect and could hardly have been un- 
intentional, as attention has been repeat- 
edly directed to it. It is also made a 
misdemeanor to sell liquor to a child “ act- 
ually or apparently under the age of six- 
teen years,” or to any person to whem the 
licensee hgs been notified in writing not to 
sell it by the parent, guardian, husband, 
wife, or child over sixteen years of age of 
such person, or by a magistrate or overseer 
of the poor of the town. There is a rather 
loose exemption from the restriction upon 
selling on Sunday, at night, on election 
days, on or near fair grounds, to children, 
and to persons to whom selling has been 
forbidden by written notice, in behalf of 
druggists and innkeepers. 

The provision in regard to civil actions 
for damage caused by intoxicated persons 
is so framed as to be of tittle or no value, 
and the attempt by Senator CANTOR to 
patch it up in a separate bill does not 
greatly improve it. The local option sec- 
tion has been much criticised as practically 
ineffective. It exempts from the operation 
of the act, with the exception of the pro- 
vision againstselling without license, ‘‘ any 
town where the majority of voters have 
voted for or hereafter vote for local pro- 
hibition until such town shall reverse by 
yote such local prohibition.” There is no 
provision of law in this State for taking a 
direct vote on the question of prohibition 
in towns, and it is not easy te see how local 
option is to be made effective under this 
section, especially as Excise Commissioners 
must be chosen every year and may be com- 
pelled to grant licenses, While this bill is 
not deserving of quite all the condemna- 
tion that has been bestowed upon it, it is 
anexceedingly defective and unsatisfac- 
tory measure and is likely to do the Demo- 
cratio Party in the State much more harm 
than good. 


THE BALTIMORE POST OFFICE. 

We do not precisely understand how 
the representatives of the Republican 
Party in the House, such as Mr. BOUTELLE 
of Maine, can venture openly te discourage 
an investigation by the House Committee 
on the Reform of the Civil Service inte the 
course of the Pest Office Department in re- 
gard to the office at Baltimore. It seems te 
us pretty plain that that isa matter about 
which the Republicans would do well to 
keep patiently and persistently quiet. If 
the Democrats are sufficiently complaisant 
or sufficiently negligent of their duty to al- 
low the affair to go uninvestigated, then 
the Republicans may very well rejoice. 
Butif the Democrats are determined to do 
what they clearly ought to do, and give 
Mr. WANAMAKER and Mr. Harrison—who 
is responsible for Mr. WaNAMAKER—8 
chance to explain the damaging record as 
it now stands, the Republicans cannot af- 
ford to hinder them. Inthe long run the 
truth will come ont, andif it has to come 
out against the obstruction of the Repub- 
licans it will only be the more discreditable 
to them. 

The facts so faras they are known offi- 
cially are contained in a report of the Civil 
Service Commission, the substance of 
which has already been given in THu 
Times and commented on. They show, 
in brief, that employés of several of the 
Federal offices in Baltimore, and especially 
of the Post Office in that city, took an 
active part in the primary elections of the 
Republican Party last Fall, the ultimate 
object of which was the choice of dele- 
gates to the National Convention. It is 
unnecessary to say that the Federal em- 
ployés worked for the ticket that was put 
up in the interest of the renomination 
of Mr. Harrison. These men, by 
their own testimony, gave and re- 
ceived political contributions in vio- 
lation of the law of 1883, and some of 
the superiors were pretty cenclusively 
shown to have used their official influence 
to affect these elections, which is in viola- 
tion both of the law and the rules. The 
inquiry was conducted by Mr. RoosEveE t, 
one of the Republican members of the 
commission, aided by Mr. BONAPARTE of 
Baltimore, an able and honorable lawyer 
of that city, and also a Republican. It was 
very searching. It was not confined to 
hearing testimony, but included visits by 
Mr. RooskVE.LT to various polling places, 
where the incidents that came under his 
personal observation were made the sub- 
ject.of inquiry from witnesses, and his con- 
clusions were carefully verified. 

Mr. ROOSEVELT’S report recommended 
the dismissal of a number of men named 
in the report for reasons clearly stated and 
amply justified by the testimony. They 
have never been removed, nor has any ac- 
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tion of guy kind been taken regarding 
them. The Baltimore Civil Service Reform 
Association has recently asked, in a formal 
communication, why this isso. Thestand- 
ing committee of the House, of which Mr. 
ANDREW of Massachusetts is the Chair- 
man, proposes to ask the same question 
and to get an answer. If there be any de- 
cent answer, the Republicans should be 
anxious to have it made in this way. They 
cannot successfully impeach the fairness 
of the committee, and obstruction to the 
investigation is the worst possible serv- 
ice they could render to Mr. WanNAMAKER 
and to Mr. Harrison,

ANARCHISM IN SPAIN. 


The blackmailing assault of an An- 
archist upon a minister of Portugal and 
the disclosure, if it be accepted as such, of 
an Anarchist plot to kill the infant King of 
Spain show that the most modern political 
devices have found their way into the 
Peninsula which, until within a generation, 
seemed inaccessible to modern political 
movements of any kind. Anarchism in 
Spain and Portugal, like Anarchism in 
Rassia, like Anarchism anywhere, if it be 
a growth of the soil and not an importa- 
tion, testifies unmistakably an extreme 
and general distress. It is not, and scarcely 
professes to be, a remedy; it is merely a 
protest. It means that the people who 
adopt it and who sympathize with it con- 
sider that for them any change would be 
an improvement, and that the destruction 
of existing institutions would leave them 
no worse off, and might leave them better 
off, than it found them, 

There is no doubt about the intensity or. 
the extent of distress among the working 
classes of Spain and Portugal. The rate of 
wages’ in. many industries, measured by 
their purchasing power, is extremely low, 
and in no country is it more difficult to get 
aliving. Thigdocs mot seem to result from 
the competition which has brought about 
like sesults in more populous countries. 
With very nearly the same area as France, 
Spain has less than half the popriation. 
This comparison, however, is misleading, 
because so much larger a proportion of the 
area of Spain is inarable and worthless. 
But, at all events, Spain cannot be 
called an overcrowded covhtry, nor is 
the distress which is expressed in the 
Socialist and Anarchist movements the 
result of industrialcompetition. Itis note 
worthy, too, that Russia, by far the 
‘‘roomiest” country in Europe, is by far 
the most miserable country in Europe. At 
each extremity of the eontinent a sparse 
population finds itself in extreme discon- 
tent, to whichit gives vent by Anarchist 
movements, carried on with a persistency 
surpassing that which they attain in coun- 
tries more pepulous but also more modern. 
It seems that the popular discontent in 
them must be ascribed to industrial er po- 
litical backwardness. 


Anarchism in Spain and Portugal is more 
surprising than Anarchism in Russia, be- 
cause in Russia it affords the only means of 
political protest. In that unhappy coun- 
try every movement for political or indus- 
trial or intellectual freedom must begin 
im a conspiracy, and must destroy ex- 
isting institutions before it can succeed. 
Te murder the Uzar is simply to clear the 
ground. In Spain and Portugal the op- 
portunities for properly political agitation 
are ample, at least in theory. The Govern- 
ment is in each country a modern constitu- 
tional monarchy, and the electoral body is 
large, the qualifications for suffrage being 
very moderate. Indeed, even while all 
Spain is alarmed over the actual doings and 
still more the revealed intentions of the 
Anarchists, a bye-election was holding at 
Barcelona, the report of which reads like 
that of a bye-election in Ireland, and the 
result of which was the return of an 
avowed Republican. Ifit were possible-for 
such a spectacle as this to be presented in 
Russia, we should agree that Russian An- 
archism was deprived of its principal ex- 
cuse, Any grievances that the working 
classes in Spain suffer may be agitated and 
redressed without transcending the law. 
It seems, therefore, that Anarchism in 
Spain has no more justification as a 
political movement than it has in 
France orin Germany. While the distress 
of which it is a symptom is real, it is either 
a distress that the law-making body can- 
not relieve or else the distressed have not 
taken the right method for getting their 
distresses relieved, when that method is 
available to them. In either case there:is 
no reason why any sympathy should be felt 
for the Spanish Anarchists, nor why the 
efforts of the Government to put them 
down should not receive, as they seem to 
be receiving, the help of the united people. 

All these things, however, combine to 
make the ceming May Day a day to be 
looked forward to with dread by the states- 
men of all Europe. The parade of hun- 
dreds of thousands of men who do not 
know what they want, but who know that 
they want something very much, is neces- 
sarily a serious menace to public order, 
andit seems to be more threatening this 
year than ever before. It is easy for the 
officials charged with the maintenance of 
order to make mistakes, either by a too 
facile acquiescence in the extravagances 
of the paraders, or by a too zealous repres- 
sion of them, and it is exceedingly difiicult, 
if not impossible, to avoid mistakes, now 
that, in almost every country, it is neces- 
sary toreckon with the political power of 
the paraders. We can only congratulate 
ourselves upon.our remoteness from s0 un- 
happy a state of things.

a fight. 
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The Tammany Election Inspectors bill 
was whipped through the Senate yesterday 
under the party lash. It affects this city 
alone, and Democrats from other parts of 
the State seemed to care little for the prin- 
ciple involved. They are apparently will- 
ing that Tammany should have all the rope 
it wants in the City of New-York. The bill 
can have no good purpose, for there was no 
claim that electionsin this city have not 
been fairly conducted under the present 
law, or that either Tammany or the 
Democratic Party had suffered any dis- 
advantage from the equal division of 
election officers between the two. parties. 
There can be no disadvantage to either 
party under such an arrangement, for 
itis a guarantee of fairness to both. The 
change can therefore have no purpose ex- 
cept that of securing an unfair advantage. 
To propose and insist upon a change is cal- 
culated of itself to produce an unfavorable 
impression and to deepen the distrust of the 
Tammany organization. It was, therefore, 
bad policy. But any attempt touse the ad- 
vantage gained to affect the result of eleo- 
tions by falsifying the vote or the count, or 
encroaching upon the rights of the minor- 
ity, will react against that organization 
powerfully. It would have been much 
more prudent for it to let alone the election 
laws which were framed as a safeguard 
against the revival of the abuses of the 
Tweed days. 


MASSACHUSETTS FOR BLAINE.

GENERAL APATHY ON THE EVE OF THE 
REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 


Boston, April 19.—The condition of Repub- 
lican politios in Massachusetts at present is one 
ofinertia. On the night before a State Conven- 
tion to elect delegates to the Minneapolis Con- 
vention there,are not over fifty delegates in the 
hotel whichis the headquarters of the party. 
There are plenty of strikers and heelers whe are 
hunting for mbney, and of othera who are boom- 
ing faverites, but there is no excitement and no 
enthusiasm. 

Neither is there any definite idea of what is to 
be done to-morrow. So far as the machine is 
concerned, the ticket is made up. The four del- 
egates at large have been selected, and the only 
question remaining is whether the slate will go 
through, Mr. Crapo of New-Bedford heads the 


list. Mr. Crapo has been so often put forward 

as a candidate for party honors and defeated at 

the last minute that his unanimous selection 

now for the distinction of a delegateship is re- 

garded as something unique. Nobody questions 
is election to-morrow, and he will pndeubted- 

uv go to Minneapolis as the head of the delega- 
on. 

W. Murray Crane of Dalton, a rich paper 
manufacturer, is also assured of a place on [the 
delegatiow. These two places are fixed. For 
the others there will be a scramble. Congress- 
man Coggswell of the Essex district looms up 
as a formidable candidate, He is opposed by 
the friends of Henry Cabot Lodge, because there 
is a feud between the two statesmen that oan- 
not be healed at present. Ex-Goy. Brackett is 
also a candidate and the favorite of the State 
Committee and of the leaders of the party, but 
ex-Gov. Ames comes to the front with a vigor- 
ous boom, and the friends of Mr. Bracket are 
thrown into a state of apprehension. 

The significance of the Ames movement lies in 
the fact that the distinguishedshove! manufaoct- 
urer of Easton offers himself as a tariff reform- 
er and a pronounced opponent of the MeKinley 
bill. Mr. Ames has declared openly and for- 
mally that he is a believer in free raw materials 
for our manufacturing industries. Two years 
ago he joined with 384 other manufacturers ina 
petition te Congress to abolish the duties on coal, 
iron ore, and lumber. They also asked a reduction 
in the duty on pig iron and other materials 
which enter into the production of iron and 
steel. For his attitude on this question Mr. 
Ames has been severely oriticised and dia- 
ciplinea, but he has not receded from his po- 
sition, and he offers himself as a candidate for 
the honers of delegateship upon a square plat 
form of tariff reform. 

Mr. Ames will be beaten in the convention as 
things look to-night, although he has an active 
corps of men working for him. Their fight is 
partienlarly on Brackett, although they are 
using the lodge strength atthe same time to cut 
away from Coggswell. There was a general 
apathy at headquarters to-night which could 
not be dispelled. The truth of the matter is, 
that the State is solid for Blaine, and the 
prospeet of Harrison’s nomination is not 
&Sgreeable to the rank and file. Tho feeling 
ere that Harrison is a loser, and that 

laine is the only hope of the party. The dele- 
gates will go unpledged. The Administration 
will, of course, be commended in a perfunctory 
way, butif there were a chance for Biaine’s 
nomination the conveation would declare for 
him in the most emphatic terms. 

It looks at midnight as if the three C’s would 
be elected—Crapo, Crane, and Coggswell, with 
Brackett as fourth man, and that Ames wil 
have a large and respectable vote.

ELECTED A DELEGATE TO THE 
NATIONAL CONVENTION, 


PLATI’S WAY OF STRIKING AT THE AD- 
MINISTRATION—ALL HIS MEN WIN 
BUT BIGLIN, WHO IS PUNISHED BY 
HIS OLD ENEMY GEORGE BLISS. 


There was no lack of interesting features 
about the Republican Congressional District 
Conventions which were held last night for the 
purpose of electing delegates to the Republican 
National Convention. 

Through the medium of the conventions T. ©, 
Piatt found a way to get a sharp slap at the 
Administration, Col. George Bliss, and Corne- 
lius N. Bliss for the removal of John BE. Milhol- 
land from his position as Supervising Inspector 
of Immigrants. Secretary Foster removed Mr. 
Milholland from his position last Friday be- 
cause the Bliss faction in the Eleventh Assem- 
bly District demanded it. Mr. Milholland’s 
friegds were seeking to overthrow the Bliss dy- 
pasty in the Eleventh, and that is why he was 
removed. 

The politicians began to ask what Platt would 
do about all this. His plan only came out at 
the conventionin the Sixth Congressional Dis- 


trict last night. 

Mr. Milholland was elected a delegate to the 
National Republican Conyeartion with H. Oo. 
Armour. Only five days had elapsed between 
his removal by the Administration and his elec- 
tion asa delegate to the National Convention 
at which the head of the Administration expects 
plain sailing to a renomination. 

This incident indicates the feeling of the 
Platt people toward the Administration. 

With the exception of the delegates chosen 
from the Tenth Congressional District, prac- 
tieally all the delegates can be counted on for 
Platt, and they will be for whatever candidate 
he may determine, be he Harrison or some other 


man. 
The election of Mr. Milholland inthe Sixth 


Congressional District, which is made up of the 
First, Fifth, and Ninth Assembly Districts, was 
accomplished by an arrangemept with John W. 
Jacobus, United States Marshal, and George 
B. Deane, who are the controlling factors in the 
Ninth Assembly District, which practically 
dominates the Congressional district. 

The work was done at last night’s convention 
unanimously; not a bit of opposition was of- 
fered. J 

There was considerable rejoicing at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel when word was received that the 
convention had carried out the plan. The lobby 
was filled with local Republican politicians and 
Mr. Milholland was warmly congratulated. 

Platt sat on one of the sofas and said nothing. 
It was openly stated by many of the politi- 

cians that the Col Bliss people had been at 
work allthe afternoon trying to break down 
the arrangement by which Mr. Milholland was 
nawed, and that great pressure was brought to 
bear on United States Marshal John W. Jaco- 
bus, without results. 

It is interesting to note in this connection that 
acommittee of Republicans in the Eleventh 
Assembly District is promulgating charges 
against the Custom House officials and other 
Government employes who participated with 
Col, Bliss in the Milholiand fightin violation of 
the civil service laws. Evidence is being 
collected, and just as soon as the matter is in 
shape petitions will be sent to President Har- 
rison, Secretary Foster, and the United States 
Civil Service Commissioners asking for an 
investigation and the removal of the offenders. 
Robert ©. Breckenridge is Chairman of the 
committee. 

Almost every politician at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel last night admitted, confidentially, that 
the selection of Mr. Milholland was a slap at 
the Administration. 

The Bliss people were a little more successful 
in their own district, the Tenth Congressional, 
but their work there is sure to result in more 
trouble for the local Republicans, for Bernard 
Biglin was“ turned down” in the convention, 
and, as one of Biglin’s friends puts it, “the 
razors are fiying in the air.” 

The Tenth Cougressional District is made up 
of the Eleventh, Sixteenth, and Eighteenth As- 
sembly Districts. The convention met at 107 
West Thirty-Fourth Street. The Eleventh Dis- 
trict had nine delegates, the Sixteenth had 
seven, and the Highteenth had eight. 

Col. George Bliss of the Eleventh had effected 
a combination with William Henkel, the leader 
pt the Sixteenth District, who is the Assistant 
Custodian of the Post Office. ‘ 

John ©. O’Conor presided at the convention. 
Col. Bliss offered a resolution which proyided 
thatthe delegates from the district should be 
Col 8, VY.

Capt. Coleman of the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
and of the Eighteenth Assembly District moved 
that Bernard Biglin’s name be substituted for 
that of William Henkel, but the amendment 
was lost, and the Bliss resolution was carried 
by a vote of 16 to 8, the solid delegation from 
the Eighteenth District standing by their 
leader, Mr. Biglin. 

When the politicians at the Fifth Avenue 
heard of the “ turning down” of Mr, Biglin they 
were amazed, but when the Biglin side of the 
story was told, preparations were at once made 
for the procurement of the official scalp of Will- 
iam Henkel 

It was positively stated that Henkel had de- 
liberately broken a pledge that he had made to 
Jacob M., Patterson, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the Kepublican County Commit- 
tee. 

Biglin and Patterson, it seems, have patched 
up their differences, and a few weeks ago when 
Patterson secured Henkel the place of Assistaut 
Custodian of the Post Office he did so with the 
Implicit stipulation on the part of Henkel that 
he would support Biglin in the Congressional 
District Convention with his delegation from 
the Eighteenth. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Patterson found that 
the Col. Bliss faction had captured Henkel in 
spite of his pledge. What is popularly known as 
a stormy interview wae the result between Pat- 
terson and Henkel. Y 

Patterson told Henkel that he would never be 
trusted again in the local councils of his party, 
and it was openly announced last night that 
Henkel would be shorn of his power as a district 
leader. It was also said that Mr. Biglin would 
sit in the convention as a substitute for some 
one. 

No eulogy of Mr. Harrison was passed in the 
shape of resolutions even inthe Tenth District 
Convention, where the Bliss faction, which re- 
cently was favored by the Administration in 
the removal of Milholland, had eontrol. 

There was aturbulent time in the Eleventh 
District over the election of Frederick 8, Gibbs 
as a delegate to the National Republican Cop- 
vention. The “ex-Wicked’’ was there fn 
person, although not a delegate, and, being on 
the winning side, he enjoyed the row hugely. 
The Eleventh Congressional District comprises 
the Thirteenth, bifteenth, and Seventeenth 
Assembly Districts. The total number of dele- 

ates in the convention, which was held at 341 
Vest Forty-seventh Street, was forty-one, of 

whom fifteen were from the Seventeenth As- 
sembly District. Mr. John Miller of the Thir- 
teenth District was elected Chairman without 
opposition, 

The trouble began when Charles T. Polhamus 
placed in nomination as delegetes to the Na- 
fonal Convention Sheridan shook and ex-8tate 

®enator Frederick 8. Gibbs, the one from the 
Vifteenth and the other from the Thirteenth 
District. A howl of disapproval went up from 
the side of the room on which the Seventeenth 
District delegates were grouped, and George 
‘W. Wanmaker speedily moved that the delegates 
to the National Convention be Sheridan Shook 
and Eben Demarest, President of the Seven- 
teenth Assembly District Republican Assooia- 
tion. 

Mr. Wanmaker was astounded and grieved at 
the suggestion that Mr. Gibbs be one of the 

elegates. He declared thata solomn promise 

een given eight months ago in béhalf of 
he Thirteenth and Fifteenth Distrigts that the 
eventeenth District should have a representa- 
ive in the delegation to the National Oonven- 
tion. He spoke bitterly of the kind of men who 
could maké promises in politi¢s and not keep 
their promises. Mr. Wanmaker talked quite a 
while and stirred up considerable feeling. 

James L. Hand next took a hand in the in- 
terest of the Seventeenth District, He is a big 

hn, Witha big voice and @ convenient vola- 

ility. He poured out a rasping stream of de- 
nunciation of the proposed neglect of his 
flistrict and characterized some of the delegates 
pu the majority side of the housé as grasping, 
selfish, and unfaithful to their pledges. 

He wanted “Fred’’ Gibbs to get out on the 
fioor like a manand withdraw his name. He 
paid there had been enough of Gibbs. But Mr. 
Gibbs was not in the hal) jast then. 

Mr. Wanmaker aroused a storm of opposition 
by moving that Mr, Robert A. Cretien, who was 
not a delegate, be tendered the courtesy of the 
floor in order that be might prove that a bar- 

ain had been made to give the Seventeenth 
istrict recognition in this convention. The 
Chair declared the motion out of order and an 
appeal was demanded. The Chair ignored the 
pppeal and ordered the Secretary to proceed 
‘with the roli call on the nominations. 

Then pandemonium broke loose, and for the 
next half hour the smoke-laden atmosphere of 
the hall sizzled. Nearly every delegate was on 
bie feet. Daniel M. Robinson, Mr. Wanmaker, 
and Mr. Hand rushed up to the Chairman with 
arms waving, and shouted themselves boarse, 
telling him that they would not be bulldozed. 
Taunts were huried back at them from the 
majority side, and for some minutes a fistio col- 
lision seemed imminent. 

Chairman Miller kept tolerably cool and went 
on with the count in spite of the racket. 

“ qb is Gibbs’s rule!” sald some one. 
“ This is gag law !” shouted Robinson. 

“You are making a big mistake,” roared 
Hand. “ ‘ Fred’ Gibbs will regret this.”

the convention in dudgeon when it was evident 
that the Colonel would be elected. 

Up to yesterday the leaders of the opposition 
to him were confident that they could defeat 
Col. Shepard. They counted on having the 
delegation from the Twenty-second Assembly 
District solid against him, and, in addition, 
they controlled four votes from the other two 
Assembly districts—the Twentieth and the 
Twenty-first. 

John H. Gunner, the boss in the Twenty- 
second District, however, made a quiet delivery 
of the delegation to Shepard. At last night’s 
opnvention Mr. Murray and his friends thoaght 
that they had the situation in their hands, and 
it took their breath away when the delegation 
from the Twenty-second District voted solidly 
for Shepard. 

Henry BR. De Milt wags Chairman of the con- 
vention, The names of William Brookfield and 
Elliott F. eeas for delegates to the Repub- 
lican National Convention were presented by 
Delegate Cantor of the Twentieth Assembly 
District. 

Mr. Murray got on his feet to protest. He said 
that at the meeting of the conference commit 
tee in Col. Shepard’s district, composed of rep- 
resentatives of the district committee and of 
the district association, at which there were 
sixteen persons present, fifteen had voted 
against @ proposition to put Shepard up as a 
delegate to the National Convention. Mr. Mur- 
ray said that Shepard had conssonly. abused 
and insulted Irish Roman Catholics in his news- 
paper and was nota fit personto send to Min- 
neapolis. 

‘We have suffered enongh from his wild rav- 
ings,’’ said Mr. Murray. ‘‘A man can worship 
his Maker if he wants to by standing on his 
head, but we don’t have to indorse his actions. 
There are only two reasons advanced for send- 
ing him as a delegate; first, that he has a news- 
paper, and, second, that he isa gook ‘giver-up’ 
around election time. He is a blatherskite.”’ 

John Little deprecated bringing religion into 
politics, and lauded Col. Shepard as a great and 
good map. 

When the vote was taken, William Brookfield 
Was unanimously elected. Mr. Murray refused 
to vote for Shepard, and walked out of the hall. 
One other delegate refused to vote for Shepard. 

After the vote the Chairman, amid great en- 
thusiasm, announced that he was authorized by 
Messrs. Shepard and Brookfield to invite the 
delegates down tothe Republican Club, on Fifth 
Avenue. The delegates broke for the door, 
climbed aboard the Madison Avenue strect 
cars, and hastened to the club forthwith. There 
they were entertained by Col. Shepard and Mr. 
Brooktield, and got plenty to eat and drink.

OBITUAKY. 
—_———— 
ROSWELL SMITH. 

Roswell Smith died yesterday morning at his 
home, 24 East Fifty-firat Gtreet. Fortwo years 
he had been a sufferer, and for the last year his 
condition required the constant attention of 
trained nurses. About two months ago a stroke 
of paralysis added to his other affiletions, 
After that he remained in a semi-conscious state 
most of the time. 

In spite of failing health, Mr. Smith main- 
tained, until his paralytic stroke, a keen inter- 
est in the publishing enterprises with which he 
was connected, and his life was spared long 
enough to enable him to rejoice in the comple- 
tion of the Century Dictionary, which he pro- 

ected, and in which his ambition was centred. 
ntereste allied to this work made up the histo- 
ry of his life. 

Mr. Smith had made a fortune in various busi- 
ness enterprises when he met Dr. J, G. Holland 
in Europe in 1868, and with him conceived the 

lan of publishing a magazine to foster American 
fiveratu eandart. They returned to the United 
tates, and with the firm of Charles Scribner & 
Co., who at the time were publishers of Dr, 
Holland's books, formed the corporation of 

cribner & Co., and in November, 1870, the first 
number ef Scribner’s Monthly saw the light. 
Putnam's Magarine, wee merged in the hew 
venture as well as Hours at Home, which had 
formerly been published by the Scribner house, 
and Mr. Richard Watson Gilder, now the editor 
of the Century, who had been for a year the edl- 
tor of Hours at Home, was sesociated with Dr. 
Holland in the editorial management of the 
new magazine. 

In 1873, at Mr. Smith’s suggestion, St. Nich- 
olas was established, and, in the face of a finan- 
cial panio, Our. Young Folks, The Litile Oorpo- 
rai, and several other juvenile magazines were 

urehased and merged in the new venture. 

n 1881 Dr. Holland, who had broken down in 
health, sold his interestin the company to Mr. 
Smith and to some of his associates, and Mr. 
Smith was soon afterward offered the Scribner 
interest, which was then in the hands of Oharles 
Soribner’s Sons, the successors to the firm of 
Charles Scribner & Co. 

Mr. Smith acquired the entire Scribner inter- 
estin the magazine firm. The purchase from 
the Soribners was coupled with the condition 
that the name of the company and of Scribner's 
Monthly should be changed. Although loaded 
with this prohibition, and saddened by the 
death of hig old associate, Dr. Holland, Mr. 
Smith started the Century, which met with al- 
most instant success. 

The idea of the Oentury Dictionary oo- 
curred to Mr. Smith about ten years ago. He 
entered into the work with no thought of com- 
petition. The field was not occupied as he 
thought it should be, and the new dictionary 
Was projected on entirely new lines. It grew 
far beyond the re of the original plan, 
but no thought of economy or retrenchment 
turned him from his purpose, At last he saw 
the work accomplished and it satisfied him, 

Mr. Smith was born at Lebanon, Conn., March 
30, 1829. His father, Asher L. Smith, who for 
many years lived in the historic Trumbull man- 
sion at Lebanon, was a brother of Roswell ©. 
Smith, the school-book author, some of whose 
works were ‘“Smith’s Grammar” and ‘‘Smith’s 
Arithmetic.” The lad'’s youth was among 
books. At the age of fourteen years he entered 
the employ of his uncle’s publishers in this city. 
Afterwa he took the English and scientific 
course at Brown University and studied law in 
Hartford. He followed that profession in In- 
diatia In 1852 be was married to the daughter 
of Henry L. Ellsworth, the first United States 
Commissioner of Patents. 

It was Mrs. Smith who sent the first tele- 
graphic message, “ What hath God wrought!” 
over Prof. Morse’s trial line between Baltimore 
and Washington. 

Mr. Smith was an earnest churchman. He at- 
tended for many years the Madison Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, and afterward the Col- 
legiate Church, of which the Kev. Dr. Coe 
Was pastor. He gave liberally to church 
and educational works. For several years he 
wae President of the Congregational Club He 
was a Director of the American Tract Soolety. 

His wife and his only daughter, Mrs. George 
Innes, Jr., of Montclair, N. J., survive him. 
Funeral services will be held in the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian Church at 10 o'clook to- 
morrow morning, the Rey. Dr. Coe officiating. 
The burial will be at Montclair. 


GEN. WILLIAM W. BURNS, 

Brig. Gen. William W. Burns, United States 
Army, retired, died suddenly at Beanfort, 8. C., 
yesterday. He was born in Ohio in 1825, and 
was a cadet at the Military Academy at West 
Point from 1842 to 1847. He was appointed 
from Ohio, After graduating from the academy 
in 1847 he was made Second Lieutenant of the 
Third Infantry, and served in 1847 on recruit- 
ing service in the war with Mexico. He was 
made First Lieutenant of tho Fifth Infantry in 
August, 1850. During the next six years he 
saw actiye service in the Indian wars, which 
occupied the attention of the treops at that 
time. In 1856-7 he took active part in hostili- 
ties against the Seminole Indians in Florida. 
He became Captain of the Fifth Infantry on 
Jan. 10, 1859. 

At the breaking out of the rebellion he was 
Chief Commissary of Subsistence of the Depart- 
mnent of the Ohio, and was engaged in Major 
Gen. McClellan’s campaign in Western Virginia 
in 1861. He was made Brigadier General of 
Volunteers Sept. 28,1861, and took part, with 
the Army of the Potomac, in operations 
on the Upper Potomac, in the Shenandoah 
Valley, and in the Virginia Peninsular cam- 
paign, He was engaged in the battle of Fair 
Oake in May, 1862, and atthe battle of Peach 
Orchard and Savage Station, where he was 
wounded. Gen. Burns was in the Rappahan- 
nock campaign ofthe Army of the Potomac in 
December, 1862, and January, 1863. He re- 
signed his volunteer commission Mareh 20, 
1863, and was breveted Brigadier General of 
the United States Army March 13, 1865, for 
gallant and meritorious service during the re- 
bellion. 

From 1865 to 1889 Gen. Burns served in the 
Commissary Departments of the South and 
East, the Division of the Pacitic, and Chief Com- 
missary of Subsistence of the Division of the 
Atlantic and the Department of the East. He 
was retired from active service Sept. 3, 1880, 
being sixty-four years of age.

Col. George R. Gray, one of the most prom- 
inent and well-known men in the Oranges, died 
at his home, 22 Highland Avenue, Orange N, 
J., at 10:30 o'clock yesterday morning. Col. 
Gray was born in County Tyrone, Ireland. Ear- 
ly in life he emigrated to this country and 
studied law. After obtaining his diploma he 
practiced in Grand Rapids, Mich. Eighteen 
years ago he came to New-York, and at once 


assumed and had held the position of chief 
counselor of the Northern Pacitic Railway 
Company. 

During his connection with the company his 
excellent judgment overees many difficulties,and 
in the company’s trouble with the Erie several 
years ago he prevented serious conasanences 
for the former by his shrewd management. 

Col. Gray acquired hia title during the late 
war, through the entire length of which he 
seryed as Colonel of the Seventh Regiment 
Michigan Cavalry. He was elxty clans yéars old 
at his death, and for fifteen years had resided in 
Orange apd, until eighteen months eo, was 
promine in society. At that ime he was 
seized with paralysis, which eaused his death. 

He was married twice, his second wife sur- 
viying him. He was a member of St. Mark's 
Episcopal Church and an active member of the 
New-England Society and Orange Athletio Club. 

Funeral services will be held at All Saints’ 
Church on Friday at 10:45 A. M. 

Col. Gray was a Jeffersonian Democrat, but 
neve took an active partip politics, He was a 
me: rofthe Btate Bar Association of New- 
York and of the Bar Association of the City of 

ew-Yor He wasa member of the New-Eng- 

and Society, the Essex County Toboggan Club, 
and the Canadian Club of Montreal. 

He was a great lover of etchings, and his art 
books gre one of the finest collections in the 
country.

Augustus Allen Hayes, who died on Monday 
at his residence in the Avenue del’Alma, in 
Paris, was the son of the famous Boston chem- 
ist and scientist of the same name and initials. 
He was born in Boston and was a Harvard 
graduate, He lived for many yearsin China, 
andon his return to the United States he be- 


came the Seeretary and Acting Vice President 
of the Brush Electric Light Company, Mr. 
Hayes was one of the founders of the comic 
weekly known as Life. He also wrote some 
clever short stories, such as ‘The Denver Ex- 
press,” ‘The Jesuit’s Ring,” and “The Ranoh 
of the Holy Cross.” He was aclever littérateur 
and a contributor to various magazines and pe- 
riodicals. He had recently written an article, 
which appears in the April number of the West- 
minster Keview, on “ British Opinion of Ameri- 
ca.” He wasa member of the University Club 
of this city and the Metropolitan Club of Wash- 
ington. 
r. Hayes wasaman of about fifty and his 
rsonal appearance was striking, his forehcad 
Poin accentuated by a straight, perpendicular 
wrinkle from between his eyes to his hair. He 
married a daughter of Margaret Fuller Ossoll, 
the famous writer. and leaves an unmarried 
daughter. He had resided abroad for some

ARAPAHOE LANDS, 


SOME FELL WITH BROKEN LEGS IN 
THE MAD STAMPEDE—THE FIRST 
KILLING RECORDED—PICTURESQUE 
SCENES AT THE GATES OF ENTRY. 


Cappo SPRINGS, April 19.—Yestprday, noth- 
ing; to-day, a city. Caddo Springs elready 
makes pretensions to becoming the capital of 
Oklahoma. At 12 M. Tue TIMES'S Trepre- 
sentative stood on the prospective site 
efacity. At 12:05 P. M. he was surrounded by 
2,000 people, digging, driving stakes, measur- 
ing lots and streets, and ereoting tents. 

The city was born, At 4 P. M. the Town Board 
met and formally christened the new city, and 


now there is the same busy confusion that 
marked Guthrie in the early hours of its exist- 


ence. ° 
Standing on the summit of the Caddo Bornes 
site, @ dense line of anxious people could 
cone 708 SoneSS of twelye miles, north and 
sout 

When the hour was reached and the signal 
given there was an echelon movement, Men on 

orseback leading the movement, followed by 
teams of every description, and then the 
forlorn hope afoot. As though shot from 
a catapult came the fleet racers, covering the 
ground as though on the race track nearing the 
wire, Whip and spur urged them on, a8 weary 
miles of reservation had to be covered before 
available lands could be reached. 

Bounding along came wagons, the horses 
being let to their greatest speed. Standing on 
the knoll was a squaw gasing upon the rapid 
flight of land seekers. She laughed aloud and 
said * heap big fools,” and then lapsed into 


grim, sullen arenes, 

The column reached Caddo Springs with but 
two casualties, those being simply broken legs, 
the over being compelled to Pelingniah all 
hope of making a grab thie time, but they lose 
less than some of those who succeed. 

If there is a father of the town, Bonbrake of 
Abilene, Kan, was the first man todrivea 
stake on the town site. He came on the specia! 
engine, and neyer did sprinter make better time 
than dil the nsas hardware merchant and 
banker who sought residence within the shadow 
of the fupure capital 

Immediately behind his speoial engine geome a 
special train for which 1,500 tickets had been 
sold. Before the train stopped they commenced 
piling off, and by the time the engine came toa 
oten still over a hundred stakes had been 

riven. 

Within a few moments the hill and bottom 
were covered, and then came accessories from 
the line, and horses and teams were on all 
fey poe which were imaginary spaces. Spades 
and axes were called into requisition and fire 
cleared off the high grass from the bottom. 

The firet business house was a restaunent be- 
neath a wagon cover spread over poles, and ex- 
cellent fried pork and hot coffee, with bread and 
butter, could be secured for 50 cents a meal. 

Some man attempted to hold one of the quar- 
ters as a homestead, but several hundred men 
soon convinced him that he wanted nothing bet- 
ter than a corner lot, and even then he had to 
take his ehances of being in the middle of a 
street. There was an apparent disposition to 
sup ress hoggishness, except that kind in which 
all had a fair share. 

Among the many racers who went on past 
this site were seyeral ox teams, the 
clumsy animals being urged on at an 
awkward gallop. They only needed strength 
to reach the fertile valley or barren 
sandhill. After six miles had been passed the 
wagon began to overtake the horses that had 
been driven beyond their speed, and then all 
passed into the distance. 


OIMARRON, Oklahoma, April 19, via Wichita, 
Kan.—If ever there was a mad, senseless rush 
for land, it was that made by the negroes from 


this place. Men and women, in many cases 
accompanied by their children, turned their faces 
to the wost and started after that of which they 
had so many times dreamedland. — 

Regardless of the fact that horses and teams 
bore more fortunate ones, they ran on and 
on until, footsore and weary, many of 
them gave up the chase and dropped exhausted 
to the ground. The contact with the earth gave 
them new ideas, and there they squatted and 
drove their stakes, stubbornly refusing to heed 
the warnings to move on. ’ 

One old negro with but one leg started out 
holding a board under his left arm and guiding 
his crutch with his right. He wanted 160 acres 
of land, and was determined to get it, even 
it he had to walk until he had two stumps. He 
had lost all confidence in Goy. Seay, and was 
determined to find a home for himself. 

An old black woman, accompanied by her 
three children, started out with the same confi- 
dence she would have felt had she been 
going to.a& new home just over on 
the next block. With no provisions, she 
took her family out on the desolate, barren 
country, where even water is so scarce, and not 
even cactus apples can be found for food. As 
they passed on out of sight she urged her chil- 
dren to a faster gait, promising them reat and 
plenty after a while. 

This journey promises to give them rest, as a 
dark cloud overhangs the skies like a pall, and 
out on the barren plains, when she gathers her 
little ones beside her and endeavors to protect 
them from the falling waters, she may start 
them on their journey “home.” 


OKARCHE, Oklahoma, April 19.—From 1,500 
to 2,000 speculators have settled in this place, 


coming in on three special trains from the 
north. The land was soon covered inte town 
lots by loan builders of Kansas, whose sole 
thought is for the present. The future can care 
for itself. 

The trains awaited the noon hour at the line, 
néarly two miles distant, and at 12 the race be- 
tween steam and horses began, the former win- 
ning by a few minutes. 

No acoidents have as yet been reported. Here 
at least, is a town whose foundation is on good 
humor. When that quality disappears, the town 
will Glenppest with it and will become a little 
station p ne miles from Kingfisher, and ten 
talles and a half from Caddo Springs, while half 
of its inhabitants will be absorbed by the other 
towns.

PROTECTION FOR THE SEALS. 


THE NEW MODUS VIVENDI APPROVED 
BY THE SENATE, 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—In his message trans- 
mitting the Bering Sea modus vivendi conven- 
tion to the Senate yesterday, the President said: 
** As the value and effectiveness of this agree- 
ment depend largely upon its being put in foree 
at once, I respectfully request a prompt consid- 
eration of the subject by the Senate.” 

The Senate acceded to his request with the 
greatest expediency. The treaty was received 


yesterday afternoon, referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, which acted upon it this 
mnorning and reported it to the Senate favorably 
this afternoon. Less than two hours was the 
treaty discussed, andthen it was ratified with 
substantial unantmity. 

As heretofore explained, the modus took the 
form of a convention or treaty, because it dif- 
tered from last year’s agreementin the inclusion 
of clauses relative to damages. The preamble 
is identical with that of the Bering Sea arbi- 
tration treaty. The convention itself comprises 
seven articles, the first four of which are pre- 
cisely similar in language with the modus 
Vivendi of last year with the exception ofa 
change in Article J. of the words “until May 
next” to “during the pendency of the arbitra- 
tion,” which governs the life of the modus 
vivendi. 

Briefly stated, these articles prohibit Great 
Britain and the United States from _ seal 
killing in Bering Sea and on the Seal Islands 
(save 7,500 seals to be taken on the islands by 
the United States for the subsistence of the na- 
tives) during the arbitration, provide for the 
seizure of offending vessels, and permit the res- 
idence of British agents on the islands during 
the sealing season. 

Articles V. and VI. are new and read as fol- 
lows: 

Article V.—If the result of the arbitration be to 
aflirm the right of British sealers to take seals in 
Bering Sea within the bounds claimed by tue United 
States under its purchase from Russia, then com- 
pensation shall be made by the United States to 
Great Britain (for the use of her subjects) for ab- 
staining from the exercise of that right during the 
pendency of the arbitration, upon the basis of such 
uregulated and limited catch or catches as in the 
opinion of the -arbitrators might have been taken 
without an undue diminution of the seal herds; and 
onthe other hand,if the result of the arbitration 
ghall be to deny the right of British sealers to take 
seals within the said waters, then compensation 
shall be made by Great Britain to the United 
States (for itself, its citizens, and lessees) for 
this agreement to limit the island catch to 75.000 
& season, upou the basis of the difference between 
this umber and such larger catch as, im the opinion 
of the arbitrators, might have been taken without 
an updue diminution of the seal herd. The amount 
awarded, if auy, in either case shall be such as under 
all the circumstances is just und equitable and shall 
be promptly paid. 

Articie VI.—This convention may be denounced 
by either of the high contracting parties at any time 
after Oct. 31, 1895, on giving the other party two 
moonths’ notice of its termination; and at the ex- 
yiration of such notice the convention shall cease to 
© in force. 

The seventh and last article simply provides 
tor the exchange of ratifications as early as pos- 
sible The treaty is signed by Secretary Blaine 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote and is dated yester- 
day, 80 that to-day the Senate has probably 
broken the record of speedy action upon 
treaties.

60 HE TOLD HIS BOSTON FRIENDS—HE 
PRAISES THE GRAND OLD PARTY, 
MR. HARRISON, TOM REED, EVEN 
BLAINE, 


Boston, April 19.—The dinner of the Repub-* 
fican Club of Massachusettes at Music Hall this 
eveuing was the largest political gathering of 
the season. Nearly 1,000 Republicans sat at 
the tables which filled the hall, and the balco- 
nies were packed with acrowd in which were 
many ladies. The hall was decorated with flags 
and bunting, and back of the platform hung 4 
large banner inscribed **The Repablican Club 
of Massachusetts, 1892.” 

Dinner was served promptly at 6 o'clock. At 
the centre of the head table, which stretched 
across the entire platform, sat John Simpkins, 
President of the club. On his right were Sen- 
ator Joseph N. Dolph of Oregon, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Chairman of the United States 
Civil-Service Commission; ex-Gov. Brackett, 
Postmaster Thomas N. Hart of Boston, ex-Sena- 
tor Hill of Colorado, and W. Lovering, who will 
be Chairman of the State Convention to-mor- 
row. Ex-Speaker Keed sat at the left, and be- 
yond him were John L. Dodge, President of the 
Harvard Republican Club; Speaker William E. 
Barrett of the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sontatives, W. W. Crapo of New-Bedford, Chair- 
man Eben 8. Draper of the Republican State 
Committee, United States Attorney Frank D. 
Allen, President A. 8. Pinkerton of the Sen- 
ate, and Secretary Abraham Ratschesky of the 
Btate Central Committee. 

At 7 o’lock President Simpkins rose and de- 
livered a brief opening speech, in which he was 
freauently interrupted by applause. He then 
introduced Senator Dolph, who spoke upon tie 
silver question, in opposition to free coinage. 
The Oregon Senator was frequently interrupted 
by epplause, and was listened to with deep 


interest. His statement that a rree coinage bill 
could not be passed in the Senate, and his refer- 
ence to President Harrison's opposition to suc 
legislation, called forth loud applause, as did his 
gtatement of his own position and that of his 
party in the West. 

The next speaker was John L. Dodge, Presi- 
dentof the Harvard Republican Club, and after 
him Theodore Roosevelt. Mr. Roosevelt said in 
‘part: 

I have aiso felt absolutely confident that in no way 
could I confer mvure benetit upon the Republican 
Party than by doing all in my power to see to the 
keeping of the pledge which the Republican Party 
had made in its national platform as regards the 
cause of civil-service reform. 1 am glad, as a Re- 
publican, to be able to point to the admirable record 

f Gollector Beard and Postmaster Hart here in 
oston in applying the civil-service law. 

I have yet one more possible tight with some of our 
own party leaders ahead of me, and in this fight Iam 
eontident I cam reckon on the hearty help of the 
Massachusetts Republican Club. Next Fall I in- 
tend to du all that within me lies to prevent the col- 
lection of political assessments, by no matter what 
party. in Washington; andi intend publicly to at- 

ack and tointerfere in every way with any person 
and any committee that may be engaged, directly or 
{ndirectly. m levyimg such assessments in violation 
ot law. The law in relation to these assessments 
does not gofar enough, and its provisions are in 
geome respects unfurtunate, so that it is not 
always possible to get evidence that will 
secure conviction; but it amply  suafiices, 
at any rate, to protect all clerks who _ re- 
fuse to contribute, and I intend to see that all the 
cierks understand this entirely, and that they shall 
be made to fevl that if they are solicited in any un- 
lawilul way by any one, no watter how high in stand- 
ing, i shail try to have that man indicted; and that 
if their places are jeopardized io the slightest de- 
gree by any public olticer for failing to contribute, I 
suall try to have that officer not only indicted but 
dismissed. There is no meaner species of petty 
ewindie than the attempt to blackmail poor, hard- 
working Government ofdcials out of a percentage of 
their carnings under the guise of collecting volun- 
tary political contributions. 

“We have now had a Republican Administration 
for three years, andfortwo years we had a Rebub- 
lican Oongress; and I gay that the record made by 
the Kepublican Administration and made by the Re- 

ublican Congress entitles the party to the grati- 
tude of the American penple, and: gives ita right to 
ask their suffrages for 1ts continuance in power. 
Thatwe have been entirely free from defects and 
shortcomings I certainly do not assert; but I do 
yn0st emphatically assert that these defects and 
shortcomings have been far outweighed by man 
merits, not ofa merely negative, but of a most posi- 
tive character, and that che net result has been prog- 
ress onward and upward. 

“ First, a word about the Fifty-first Congress; and 
when lLspeak of the Fifty-first Congress am per’ 
force obliged to speak of one of the ablest and most 
upright statesmen whom it hasever been the good 
turtune of a party to have high in its councils and of 
one of the best Speakers who ever sat in any legis- 
lative body, the Hon. Thomas B. Reed. I propose to 
ask your attention to-night to but two aspects of the 
Fifty-tirst Congress. I shall pass over many of the 
@ervices it has rendered; I have not time even to 
dwell upon the fact that it righted a wrong which 
had endured for generations in putting on our statute 
books the copyright law. I wish briefly to point 
out what it did for the cause of representative 
government in the United States, and, indeed, 
one may almost say, throughout the world, and 
I wish to point to the position it took on the question 
of honest finance, than which no question can be of 
more vital importance to the moral and physical 
well-being of the people. There never was a more 
slanderous Campaign than the campaign waged in 
1800 against the Fifty-first Congress, and I know of 
few things of recent years better fitted to make a 
thoughtful man feel doubtful for the future of the 
country than the attitude then taken by those men 
who especially claim to be the guardians of the con- 
science and intellect of the commonwealth toward 
the action of Mr. Reed and his party associates in 
rendering it possible for the supreme legislative body 
of the land to do that which is its only reason for ex- 
isting at all—that is, legislate. 

“The reforms introduced by Mr. Reed and the Re. 
publican majority were many. The two against 
which there was inost outcry were, in the first place 
and more especially, his counting a quorum, and, in 
the second place, his refusal to put dilatory motions. 
As for the first, the equating @ quorum, Mr. Reed 
has been upheld absolutely by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, with the concurrence of all the 
three Democratic members of that court, including 
the Democratic Chief Justice. Looking back at it 
now, it seems almost impossible to believe that there 
ever could have been any sane adherence to the 
theory that a man should not be counted as present 
in a legislative hall when he was running Violently 
up and down the gangways of that same legislative 
ball, waving his arms and shouting that he was con- 
etructively absent. Yet this was precisely the posi- 
tion which the Democratic minority took, and for 
taking the opposite view Speaker Reed was frantic- 
ally denounced, not only by the regular Democrats, 
but by their temporary allies, the purely literary po- 
litical reformers, as a tyrant, a subverter of the Con- 
stitution, a Czar, and what not. 

** One of the delicious absurdities of the campaign of 
1890 was the solemn statement that Speaker Reed 
and the Republican majority of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress had strangled debate. 

“ Ishall touch on buta few points of the Adminis. 
tration of President Harrison. In the first place, I 
cannot refrain from a brief allusion to the unvarying 
excellence of President Harrison’s judicial appoint- 
menta. 

“ In conciuding, I wish to speak of that portion of 
the acts of the Adminisiration in which all Amerti- 
cans are oF ought to be interested purely as such, 
without division of party. 1 wish to speak for a mo- 
ment of our foreign relations and of the management 
of the Department of State by Secretary Blaine un- 
der the Administration of President Harrison. Dur- 
ing the last three years the Administration has met 
aud a with problem after problem with for- 
eigo nations, both hostile andtriendly. Under the 
auspices of this Administration the great Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress, including representatives from all the 
independent States of this hemisphere, was held at 
Washington. The direct outcome of that convention 
has been the establishment of a better feeling among 
these American States as # whole, aud notably the 
passage of a number of excellent reciprocity treaties 
‘with certain of them and with certain European 
powers likewise. 

“ When it comes to an affair with a foreign nation, I 
most firmly believe that the great majority of the 
Democrats would turn in with quite as hearty en- 
thusiasm to the support of the flag as would we our- 
selves. I wish to bear public testimony to the way 
in which the great majority of the Southern Repre- 
sentatives in Congress showed this to be their feel- 
ing at the time when the Chilean business bade fair 
to come to a crisis. So many Democratic newspa- 
pers, differing from one another as widely as THE 
NEW- YORK 'TmMEs and the New-York Aun, at once 
suuk all party questions when the national honor 
‘was involved in a quarrel with a foreign power. But 
there were a few men and a few newspa- 
pers among our opponents, including certain 
of the nominally independent newspapers, 
whose attitude can only be described as con- 
tem ptibie. Part of thé coarse lying 
abuse with which they assailed not only the 
Administration and its diplomatic agents, but even 
the officials of the United States Navy, can be as- 
cribed to mere rancorous ship; for-certain 
of our straight-out political opponents seem to love 
their party better than they do the people or the Na- 
tion, while on the other hand nota few of the nominal 
independents seem to hate the party to which they 
are temporarily opposed much more than they love 
the Nation, of which that party forms about half the 
population. The end is the same in the two cases, 
whichever way it isreached. It is quite as mean to 
subordinate the interests of the Nation to the abase- 
ment of one party as to the elevation of the other. 
The curious part of the affair is that these papers and 
— men unwittingly do everything ssible to 

ring about the very state of things nst which 
they are protesting. 

“There wae not a flaw to be picked in the conanct of 
the American Government or ite representatives, 
diplomatic and military, throughout the tronblous 
times in Chile. Minister Egan and our naval officers 
Dore themselves as American citizens should, and 
they deserve well of the country. On the other hand, 
the conduct of the Chileans was, properly speaking, 
indefensible; yet a certain portion of our preas un- 
dertouk their defense with such virulence as even to 
cloud the minds of some good men here in the North- 
east on the subject. As I have said before, the men 
who took this course were doubtless influenced 
largely by rancorous partisanship, but some of them, 
at least, seem also to have been infiuenced by the 
fact that they have contracted the habit of taking 
for gran that the United States must be wrong,no 
matter what the gemmpesens 2 which we are en- 
gaged. They merely wait to find out which side of any 
question America will take, and they then take the 
other. A queer example of this has been seen in the at- 
titude assumed by some of these individuals toward 
that trained diplomat and scholar, the late Minister 


to England, Mr. Phelps. Mr. Phelps is not only an ! 


expert in international Jaw and a Democrat of the 
most pronounced sort, but he isa man who cannot 
be suspected of hostility toward England or of wiil- 
fully yielding to any anti-English prejadices. He 
wrote in one of our magazines a@ most able article, 
upholding the American side of the Bering Sea con- 
toversy, and jor this the colonial section of our 
press bas not yet finished shrieking at him.” 


The lest speaker was Thomas B. Reed, who 
Was cheered when he rose to speak. 


COL. ERHARDT 4S A WITNESS. 


—_—@——_- 
EXAMINED ABOUT THE TOWN OF 
CHAUNCEY SYNDICATE, 


The hearing in the reference case of the new 
Town of Chauncey was continued yeaterday be- 
fore ex-United States District Attorney Fiero at 
31 Pine Street. Col. Joel B. Erhardt was the 
only witness, and his direct and cross examina- 
tion were made halting and tediouss almost be- 
yond endurance by the continual objections of 
counsel for various parties in the ease. 

Col. Bliss of Bliss & Schley appeared for Mr. 
Erbardt, as Trustee: Mr. Hunt of Ruad & Hunt 
appeared for Contractor Schlachter, whose suit 
on mechanic’s lien is the test casenow pending; 
Mr. Silkman of Fettredge, Silkman & Seybel 
represented Edwards & Lowerre, who say they 
have been unfairly treated by the syndicate; 


Mr. Hendricks appeared for the Brussels Tapes- 
iry Company, Vice President Levi P. Morton 
was represented by E, H. Landon for William 
Morton Grinnell, Mr. Coleman appeared for J. 
Adriance Bush, and several others interested 
were represented by counsel. Ellis H. Edwards 
of Edwards & Lowerre sat and listened te Col 
Erbardt’s testimony with much interest. 

Col. Erhardt testified, in answer to Col. 
Bliss’s questions, that he got most of the sub- 
scriptions to the fund of $211,000 with which 
the land was bought, and that no subscribers 
with whom he talked ‘signed any general sub- 
scription paper. Zdwards & Lowerre sold lots 
aud worked to forward the scheme as agents on 
commission. They did certain things which he 
did not approve, such as signing his name to 
pupers. That, he considered, transcended the 
general authority which he, (Erhardt,) as 
Trustee, had given to them. They also made no 
record of their sales, so that he could not tell 
who had bought lots. Therefore, he wrote 
them a letter of instructiong, which they obeyed. 

Inreply to Mr. Hendrie, Col. Erhardt said 
that he had always regarded Edwards & Low- 
erre as members of the syndicate, and he so 
considered them at present. He had conveyed 
the land used fur the factory buildings of the 
Brussels Tapestry Company to Edwards & 
Lowerre for nothing, but knew of bo contract 
binding the gift of the land to the company. 

Such a paper was introduced by counsel, 
dated Jan. 14, 1891, in the form ef a contract 
between Edwards & Lowerre and the Brussels 
Tapestry Company, agreeing to convey the 
land free, to erect a building, with gas and wa- 
ter and many other conveniences, to be ready 
by June, 1891. This contract Col. Erhardt de- 
clared he had never seen before. 

Col. Bliss interjected several curt objections 
in the course of Mr. Hendricks’s examination of 
Col. Erhardt, and Mr. Hendricks said that Col. 
Bliss desired to prove good law while admitting 
bad morals. Col Bliss replied with heat that 
there might be good morale and good manners, 
too, and he would suggest that both be ob- 
served. Referee Fiero shook his head witha 
slight grin, and said that- he would endeavor to 
try the case properly. ‘ 

Col.. Erhardt testified, in A to questions 
by Mr. Silkman, that all preliminary business 
had been transacted verbally, and that the 
gentlemen who had subscribed sent their checks 
to him and trustedto his word. Mr. Silkman 
produced a voucher of Bliss & Schley, the coun- 
sel for Joel B. Erhardt, Trustee, which con- 
tained a charge for drawing contracts and a 
subscription agreement. In reply to a request 
for an explanation, Col Erhardt said he had 
learned long ago that the wisest and easist 
thing to do was to pay a lawyer’s bill on presen- 
tation, without questioning the items. 

The case was adjourned till this afternoon at 
1 o’clock. Col. Erhardt will continue his testi- 
mony, 


SUBMABINE TORPEDO PRACTICE. 





TO BE CONDUCTED FROM THE DESTROYER 
IN THE DRY DOCK BASIN, 


Experiments will be conducted some time 
during the present weekor during the early 
part of next week on the submarine torpedo 
gun vessel Destroyer, now at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. The Destroyer was recently 
brought to the navy yard waters from her old 
berthin Erie Basin. Recently, while at Erie 
Basin, a number of torpedoes were fired from 
the submarine gun, but in order to insure their 
recovery these torpedoes had to be made much 
lighter than the service weapon so that they 
would come to the surface after their impetus 
wae expended. ; 

In the coming experiments full-welghted 
service torpedoes will be employed. The De- 
stroyer will be placed in the stream and have 
her fire directed into the dry dock basin, which 
will be filled with water. A series of nets will 
be hung at intervals in front of the opening of 
the basin, and each torpedo will be fired 
through the line of nets. Not more than three 
torpedoes can be fired before necessitating a 
new assembling below decks, so that in all 
likelihood the experiments will extend over 
several days. At the end of each series of 
tirings thé dry dock will be pumped dry and the 
discharged torpedoes recovered and examined. 
The experiments will be conducted by the 
Naval Torpedo Board, of which Commander G. 
A. Converse is President. 

Congress recently made available the sum of 
$25,000 with which to utilize the Destroyer and 
conduct experiments. Of this amount about 
$20,000 was paid in claims to the owners, leav- 
ing a balance of $5,000 for experimental pur- 
poses. 

It was learned yesterday at the Department 
of Ordnance and Gunners at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard that the nets for the forthcoming 
experiments are now ready for use. The nets 
were constructed under the direction of Com- 
mander A. H. McCormack, the chief ordnance 
ofiicer of the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 





PRIVATE SEITZ IN JAIL.

HE SAYS HE SUPPOSED HIMSELF OUT OF 
HIS OLD REGIMENT. 


Frank Seitz, the private in Company G of the 
Twenty-second Regiment, who, for non-pay- 
mentof finesand dues, was unceremoniously 
dragged outof the armory by Regimental 
Marshal Isaac E. MoGuire on Monday night 
while Mayor Grant was inspecting the regi- 
ment, is confined in Ludlow Street Jail. His 


friends will probably settle the amount of the 
indebtedness to the regiment—$38—when he 
will be released. 

Seitz says that he was under the impression 
that he was out of the regiment when he visited 
the armory on Monday night. He went South 
about three months ago to look for work, and 
while in Jacksonville, Fla, he notified the 
proper oflicer of the regiment that, as he was 
living out of New-York State, he wished to have 
his name stricken from the rolls. The fines and 
dues, he said, accumulated after he sent this 
notitication. 

He said that he would have paid the amount 
had he been able, but as he secured employment 
only three weeks ago, when he returned to 
New-York, he could not raise the money. He 
was erfployed asa collector for Hamilton N. 
Gordon, a piano dealer at 13 East Fourteenth 
Btreet. 

John T. Camp, Colonel of the Twenty-second 
Regiment, said that he would immediately re- 
port the circumstances of the arrest to the regi- 
mnental court for investigation. 





FAVORING MUNICIPAL LODGING HOUSES. 

Kiliaen Van Renneselaer, Dra. H. E. Crampton 
of the New-York Academy of Medicine and W. 
A. Ross of the Sanitary Aid Society, and Alex- 
ander T. Irvine and J. T. Geodhue of the New- 
York City Missions, a committees representing 
the United Charitable Societies, had a hearing 
before the Health Commissioners yesterday for 
the purpose of obtaining the favorable action of 
the department in relation to a scheme now be- 
foro the Legislature giving the City Government 
the authority to erect municipal lodging houses 
for tramps and wayfarers. The object of the 
bill is to abolish the lodging houses at the 
police stations, 

Incidentally the committee called the atten- 
tion of the Commissioners to the dirty and over- 
crowded condition of some of the Bowery lodg- 
ing houses, and President Wilson promised to 
have them inspected. The matter of the munio- 
ipal lodging houses will be considered by the 
Commissioners very soon. 





FROM CHAOS TO MAN.

A, T. STEWART USED THE FLUTE. 


80 ALLEGES AGED COUSIN’ BAILEY, 
WHO USED A CLARIONET. 


Old James Bailey, the cousin of A. T. Stewart, 
continued his testimony yesterday in the trial 
of the suit of Alexander Stewart against ex- 
Judge Henry Hilton in the Court of Common 
Pleas before Judge Pryor. He is a witness 
willing to aif Alexander in his attempt to get 
some ofthe A. T. Stewart wealth, but as he is 
eighty years old it is hard for him to remember 
all that took place fifty years ago, when he 
came to this country, and before then, and he 
is too conscientious to aid his memory by any 
conjecture. It does not appear, therefore, that 
his evidence will be of great value to the claim- 
ant. It has been more interesting for its remi- 
niscences of A. T. Stewart than in any other 
respect. 

The cross-examination of Mr. Bailey was con- 
ducted by Joseph H. Choate. Mr. Bailey had 
said that when Mrs. Martin, the mother of Mr. 


Stewart, was alive, he used to tako tea at the 
Stewart house, 7 St. Mark’s Place, nearly every 
Sunday. He admitted to Mr. Choate that after 
the death of Mrs. Martin, who was his aunt, he 
did not go to Mr. Stewart’s house as he had 
tormerly. He never took his wife there, and 
— Stewart never came to his house in Brook- 
yn. 

Once, Mr. Bailey said, Mrs. Stewart and Mra. 
Thomas Webb came to his house in Brooklyn to 
hear his daughter play the harp. He was proud 
or her playing. 

Mr. Bailey had said that he had no written 
memorial of A. T. Stewart other than a letter 
which Mr. Stewart had written to him inolosing 
$100 at the request of Mrs. Stewart for the use 
of his son Charles. Mr. Choate asked him if he 
had any other memorial that was not written. 

“ Yes,” said Mr. Bailey; “ I have his flute.”

Euphemia Deans, a niece of Mr. Bailey, testi- 
fied that her mother, a sister of Mr. Bailey, was 
too ill to appear in court, and a physician’s cer- 
tificate was produced to that effect. 

Miss Deans said that once she had seen A. T. 
Stewart. She had been sent to him by her moth- 
er with aletter, which she gave to him as he 
was getting into his carriage at his house, He 
took the letter and, after reading it, patted her 
on the head and told her that she was tooyoung 
to understand what it was about, but that it 
would be all right. He then gave her some 
small change. 

After the death of Mr. Stewart, Miss Deans 
said that her mother wrote a letter to Mrs. Stew- 
art telling her of the relationship. She was 
asked to call and did so, meeting ex-Judge Hil- 
ton. Euphemia was with her mother. Ex-Judge 
Hilton told Mra. Deans that Mrs. Stewart was 
pleased.with her letter and that he had been in- 
structed by her to take care of her while Mra. 
Stewart lived. Miss Deans produced an account 
book in which entries of moneys received from 
ex-Judge Hilton were recorded. The book was 
excluded as Euphemia had not received the 
money personally. The payments by ex-Judge 
Hilton were stopped after the death of Mrs. 
Stewart. They amounted to about $1,200. 
After that one payment of $40 was made to 
Miss Deans on the occasion of the death of her 
father. Ex-Judge Hilton told her on the oc- 
ecasion of one payment, she said, thatif she 
would keep still all would be well. 

The trial will be continued to-day.

FIGHT OF ITALIANS AND IkISH. 
——————— 
OF THE LATTER SHOT ON AN 
EAST RIVER DOCK, 


While thirty Italians employed in unloading 
the tramp steamship Coventina, lying at Wood- 
ruff’s Stores at the foot of Joralemon Street, 
Brooklyn, were standing about the entrance to 
the dock at 1 o’clock yesterday, waiting to be- 
gin work after the lunch hour, a dozen Irishmen 
approached from the next dock, one of whom, 
Edward Murphy, seized a clay pipe from the 
mouth of one of the Italians. The latter pushed 
Murphy away. He hurried to the gutter, ploked 
up a cart rung, and returned to renew the attack. 

y this time the Italians were also ready fora 
fray, and some of them drew knives, while one 
of them produced a revolver. 

Murphy’s friends followed rapidly after him. 
In an instant a free fight wasin progress. The 
men picked up cobblestones and bricks, and 
some of them used barrel huvoks. 

In the midst of the excitement the Italian be- 
gan to use his revolver, and emptied every bar-

rel. 

The only policeman in sight ran up to Furman 
Street to send out an alarm. This brought 
otticers from the First and the Fifteenth Pre- 
cincts, but when they arrived the fight was 
practically over. Two or three men were still 
clinching and rolling about on the wharf, but® 
the knives had disappeared, and the big Italian 
who had used the revolver was gone. any of 
the Italians had gone aboard the Coventina and 
resumed work. 

The police found six wounded men. Patrick 
Lynch, aged twenty-eight years, of 65 Columbia 
Place, Brooklyn, who had not taken part in the 
fight at all, was shot in the forehead. He was 
passing when he heard the shouts, and a 
to see What was going on. He was removed to 
the Long Islafid College Hospital, where it was 
said that he would probably recover. 

Edward Murphy, the alleged cause of all the 
trouble, was shot in the left thigh. He was 
sent to his home at 75 Atlantic Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, and was placed under arrest. 

Angelo Frank, an Italian, twenty-eight years 
ola, of 7 Carroll Street, received several severe 
cuts on his head. Salvator Marcello, aged thir- 
ty-seven years, of 360 Elizabeth Street, this 
city, had a deep gash on his head, and Vincento 
Monsino, aged thirty-eight years, of 43 Oliver 
Street, this city, was shot in the back. 

The police obtained a description of the Ital- 
ian who had the pistol, but have not been able 
to find him.

ANNIE WALDEN IN COURT. 


—_————~—_-—— 
SEVEN JURORS SECURED TO TRY 
FOR KILLING HER HUSBAND. 


Annie Walden, the young woman who shot 
and killed James Walden, who, she alleges, was 
her husband, was placed on trial for murder 
yesterday inthe Court of Oyer and Terminer 
before Judge Ingraham. 

The shooting took place on the evening of Oot 
30 last at the corner of Fortieth Street and 
Seventh Avenue. Walden and Annie had been 
married, according to her story, not long before 
in Camden, N. J. They lived unhappily. Wal- 
den on the night of the shooting was angry be- 


cause dinner was not ready, and after a quarre! 
went to dine at a house in Thirty-eighth Street. 

She went tothe house soon after and called 
him out. They walked to Seventh Avenue and 
Fortieth Street and stood there for a time talk- 
ing. Then she drew a revolver from her pocket 
and fired at Walden twice justas he was turn- 
ing to leave her. Walden was taken to the New- 
York Hospital, where he died in an hour. 

Walden was not yet twenty-one. Hespent most 
of his time at the different race tracks and was 
known widely as asporting man. Annie was a 
few months older than he. She had gone under 
various names in the course of her career in 
this sity, among them being those of Kittie 
Marshall and Kittie Delmar. Mrs. Walden, as 
she now calls herself, had the reputation when 
she was at the height of her successes, of being 
one of the handsomest women in the walk of 
life where she was prominent. She showed 
traces of her beauty yesterday when brought 
into courtin a nearly fainting condition, but 
since her confinement in the tombs she has 
grown thin and her nerves are unstrung. 

Mrs. Walden did not neglect preparing herself 
for the trial in a manner that should make as 
much of an impression on the jury as possibie. 
She is a decided brunette, with very largo, soft 
eyes and hair nearly black. She was dressed 
in —— mourning, with a long veil that 
reached nearly to the floor. On her head was a 
dainty little turban, the crape being pinned to 
it with black pins. 

The case was not called for trial until after 
recess, but atthe hour of adjournment seven 
jurors had been secured.

‘NEW PRECINCTS FOR ALL THRE 


CAPTAINS BUT ONE. 


BYRNES STARTS IN WITH A FRESH DEAL 
—DETECTIVES ORDERED TO PATROL 
DUTY—THE CENTRAL OFFICE SQUAD 
UNDER THE NEW EXECUTIVE. 


A cyclone struck the Police Department yee 
terday, and the result is that the Captains, with 
one exception, have been transferred from the 
precincts of which they have been ‘n command 
and will take charge of others under the direo 
tion of the Superintendent. 

Many of these transfers have been threatened 
since the disclosures made through the efforts 
of Dr. Parkhurst, showing how lawbreakers 
were protected and lawlessness was allowed to 
flourish without interference in certain parts 
of the city. When Superintendent Byrnes took 
charge of the department, it was evident that a 
Tadical change in administration would bemade, 
and that this could not be done effectually while 
the commanders of precincts remained un- 
ehanged. Therefore a general shifting was or- 
dered. 

It is evident that the Police Commissioners in 
making such s wholesale transfer of Captains— 
the most general action of the kind ever taken 
in the history of the department—were actuated 
by a desire not to reflect upon the conductor 
integrity of any one Captain. All were treated 
alike with the exception of Capt. Elbert 0. 
Smith, whois allowed to remain in charge of 
the new Twenty-fourth Precinct, in West Sixty- 
eighth Street, which has been organized only a 
short time. 

The changes were agreed upon by a majority 
of the Commissioners at an executive session 


on Monday afternoon, at which Superintendent 
Byrnes was present. The matter was again 
considered in executive session before the reg- 
war meeting of the board yesterday afternoon.

THE CUSHING’S ARMAMENT—THE MON- 
ITOR NANTUCKET TO GO TO BOSTON. 


The torpedo boat Cushing is at present lying 
at the Washington Navy Yard, Washington, 
D.C. The little vessel is being fitted out com- 
plete with her torpedo armament. This arma- 
ment consists of a single Whitehead discharge 
tube fitted in the stem and two side-by-side 
Hotchkiss automobile torpedo turntable tubes 
on the spar deck. In all, the Cushing will be 
supplied with three discharge tubes. 

The torpedo mounts are now in place, and the 
supply of torpedoes is on hand. In addition, the 
rapid-fire gun battery, consisting of three one- 
age ood rapid-fire guns, is ready for placing. 

he Cushing will shortly engage in practice 
work inrunuing torpedoes at moving and sta- 
tionary targets. 

The single-turreted monitor Nantncket, now 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, will in the course 
of a few days, be ordered to proceed to Boston, 
where, on arrival, she will be turned over to the 
use of the Boston Naval Militia.

New-York, Tuesday, April 19—P, M. 

The attitude of London to-day was a disap- 
pointment to those who believed that on the 
resumption of business after the Easter holl- 
days the operators of thatcentre would act in 
sympathy with the upward movement which 
had been inaugurated in this market some days 
ago. It was soon evident after the opening of 
business that the foreigners were seilere rather 
than buyers of our stocks, and the result was 
an irregular market. Money is so plentiful in 
London that, notwithstanding the recent re- 
duction in the rate of discount by the Bank of 
England, it is probable that a further reduc- 
tion will be made on Thursday next. It is ar- 
gued, therefore, that the selling of to-day was 
of a speculative character rather than the re- 
sultof any pressure to realize on holdings, and 
that the movement was preliminary to future 
buying, the object being to depress stocks to a 
level which would make them attractive to both 
investors and speculators. 

Reading, as for many days, was the most act- 
ive stock, but it did not continue to advance. In 
fact, it was weak all day. The explanation is 
London selling in the first place, and secondly 
the realizing of profits in view of the recent 
sharp advance. The other coal stocks were also 
lower. There has been inside selling of Dela- 
ware and Hudson, due to the miscarriage of a 
soheme to shange the control of the property. 
Those who had boughtthe stock for election 
purposes, finding that their plans were not 
likely to carry, have evidently been throwing 
over a part of their load. it is well known that 
there are Gissensions in the board, the true in- 
wardpess of whieh will be developed in due 
Beason. 

There was another turn in the Richmond Ter- 
minal kaleidoscope. The members of the Reor- 
ganization Committee, who have been quoted 
recently in terms which would indicate not 
only dissensions in the committee, but a proba- 
ble early disruption of the whole system, came 
out in in interviews marked “ official,” in which 
they repudiated every utterance attributed to 
them, and characterized all printed statements 
alleged to emanate from them as bogua.
